for Money; Men Eschew Cozy 
Headquarters; Do 
Some Work. 


As @ result of THE TRIsuUNDP’s exposure yes- 
terday of the demoralized condition of the de- 
tective bureau of the Chicago police depart- 
ment, Chief Colling renewed his promise to 
make a clean sweep of the sinecures in the 
bureau and fill the places with men who will 
try to @arn their pay by arresting corim- 
inals. 

One year ago, when the chief took office, 


the bureau, which he characterized as a 
kindergarten. His promise, however, proved 
to be of equal “immediate” value with 
amother official's promise of immediate muni- 
cipal ownership. 

Now the chief has dropped the word “ {m- 
mediate ’’ and set a time limit of three weeks 
for the men holding soft snaps to empty 
their lockers in .preparation to moving to 
desks in police stations in pastoral neigh- 
borhoods. 


Promises to End the Abuse. 

“In three weeks’ time more than half of 
them will go,’’ said the chief, referring to the 
men who play cards and idie away their time 
in cozy “ buffets ’’ while drawing pay as de- 
tectives. ‘I will keep faith with the people. 

‘IT am considering the names of 800 men 
who are applicants for positions as detec- 
tives. Only the large number of names and 
the regulations of the civil service depart- 
ment prevent me from making the transfers 
sooner. 

“Then there is the question of the cap- 
taincy of the detective bureau. I must have 
the best man for the position that I can 
find on the force. He must be a brainy man, 
one who knows how to direct detectives in- 
telligently and its able to preserve discipline, 
Politics. will not play any part in the choice.” 

Lieut. Harding of the Lake street police 
station and Lieut. Storen of\the Lawndale 
station stand first and second, respectively, 
on the list of lieutenants eligible to promo- 
tion. The chief refused to say which of them, 
if either, he proposes to appoint as captain 
of the proposed new detective bureau. 


Calls Rohan to Explain. 

The chief, indeed—though on the previous 
day he had a@mitted the facts—did@ not relish 
a detailed public discussion of the evils pre- 
vailing in the detective bureau at the present 
time. After reading THE TRIBUNDE story re- 
lating to the card playing, drinking, and other 
methods of idling away time, he was in a 
choleric| frame of mind when he reached his 
office in the morning. He listened to plausi- 
ble denials of gambling made by Lieut. An- 
drew Rohan. who was summoned twice to 
the chief’s desk to explain the conduct of the 
downstairs office. 

On his first visit Lieut. Rohan admitted 
that card playing was indulged in by the men 
to pass away time. Later, the chief demand- 
ed to be told whether the men play for money. 

‘So far as I know none of the games is 
played for meney,” replied Lieut. Rohan, 


Investigation Would Prove Charges, 


Whether Chief Collins accepted this state- 
ment for the truth is not known. If he had 
taken the trouble of sending any member 
of his gambling detail down to room 8 almost 
any evening previous to THE TRIBUNE’s 
exposures he would have found the head uf 
the detective force exchanging money, won 
and lost. wth the men who are under his 
command. 

“Is gambing permitted?” the chief then 
asked. ‘* Superior officers who play cards 
with their men or permit loose practices 
are prejudiaal to the enforcement of discl- 
pline. Suc} things can’t go on down in the 
detective bireau.” 

‘No ganbling goes on down there,’ 
sisted thelieutenant doggedly. 

“The partment permits men to play 


* per- 


cards towhile away leisure time that could 
othewise be employed,” the chief ex- 
| plained ater. ‘I won't permit the men to 
| play ggnes of chance, however, even for 
cigars, The men that I propose to put into 
the reuvenated detective department will 
be thekind who will catch thieves.” 


Rohan Summons the Idlers.

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THAW CHANGES HIS COUNSEL 


Dismisses Black Firm After Dis- 
pute Over Insanity Plea. 


? 


TRICK MOVE IS SUSPECTED. 


Opponents Think Action Was to 
Strengthen the Plan of Defense. 


New York, July 14.—[Spectal.]—Harry 
Thaw has dismissed the law firm of Olcott, 
Gruber & Bonynge as his counsel and has 
engaged Clifford W. Hartridge to represent 
him in the criminal proceedings growing out 
of the murder of Stanford White. 

There was no explanation of Thaw’s action, 
which was taken this afternoon following 
a visit to the Tombs by Mr. Hartridge, ex- 
cept that Thaw is enraged by the story ema- 
nating from the lawyer's office that he is 
insane. 

Thaw and his counsel have had numerous 
disputes, it is said, over the question of a 
defense, Thaw objecting to the insanity plea. 
The matter is said to have reached an open 
breach on Friday when Thaw declared he 
would have nothing more to do with the firm 
after former Judge Olcott had issued an ultt- 
matum to him that he would have to place 
himself entirely in the firm’s hands. Today 
he sent a letter of dismissal to the firm. 


Trick Is Suspected. 

In the same quarters there is a suspicion 
that Thaw’s queer actions may be a part of 
a plan to show that he is not mentally sound 
now. It was pointed out today that his trou- 
bles with his lawyers and his insistence in 
issuing the statement that he is sane may 
be the groundwork of a scheme to show he is 
insane. 

The first breach between Thaw and his 
counsel occurred one day last week, when 
Thaw issued a statement, with the lawyers’ 
consent, saying insanity would not be .he 
plea. When questioned concerning this state- 
ment, former Judge Olcott said he permitted 
it because Thaw had “ pestered ”’ him into it, 

Young Thaw was angry when he heard of 
this and the next day called in the reporters 
and made a verbal and still stronger state- 
ment along the same lines without Ol- 
cott’s consent or knowledge. It was 
Olcott’s turn to be angry when he saw this 
second statement in the newspapers and it 
was as a result of that statement that he 
laid down the law to young Thaw Friday 
afternoon. 

“I Am the Boss’’—Thaw. 

“I am the boss,” Thaw Is said to have de- 
clared after Lawyer Olcott had given it as 
an ultimatum that Thaw should place him- 
self absolutely in the hands of his counsel, as 
a patient in the hands of his physician, and 
submit entirely to the judgment of the law 
firm as to the best manner of conducting the 
defense. 

“And I will not stand for the insanity 
plea,’’ the prisoner added. 

A member of the firm, when questioned 
about the matter tonight, said: 

“Our firm was not engaged by Harry 
Thaw, but by the law firm of Delafield & 
Longfellow, who are counse! for HarryThaw’s 
mother and were counsel for Harry Thaw’s 
father during the elder Thaw’s Nfetime. 
They retained us to take charge of the crimi- 
nal end of Harry Thaw’s case. We have 
been obliged in making our plans for the 
defense of young Thaw to go along lines in 
defiance of his wishes. Further than that 
I do not care to talk just now.”’ 

It is said that another cause for disagree- 
ment between young Thaw and his counsel 
arose out of the payment of certain bills 
Thaw contracted in the Tombs after his ar- 
rival there as a prisoner. 

Mrs. William Thaw, mother of Harry K. 
Thaw, returned to New York today on the 
steamer Kaiserin Auguste Victoria too late 
to visit her son in the Tombs. 

Mrs Thaw went to the Lorraine, where Mrs. 
Harry Thaw has been stopping since the ar- 


rest of her husband. 


2 CHICAGO YOUTHS ARRESTED 
AS BANDITS FOR A SHOOTING. 


Walter O’Brien and Charles Allinger 
Locked Up at Madison, Wis.—Vic- 
tim May Die. 


Madison, Wis., July 14.—[Spectal. ]—The 
condition of George Howard, the Madison 
traveling man who was shot in the back by 
four young bandits early today, is serious, 
and it was feared tonight he cannot live. 

Four young men have been arrested for 
the shooting, two of whom say they hive in 
Chicago. They gave the names of Walter 
O’Brien, 20 years old. and Charles Allinger, 
19 years old. They refused to give their Chi- 
cago addresses. The others under arrest 
are Madison boys. 

The quartet met Howard on a dark corner 
and ordered him vo tnrow up his hands. 
Instead of doing this Howard ran, the young 
robbers firing two shots at him as he fled. 
They went wild and he escaped. A short 
time afterward, however, while on his way 
home, he again met the four, who set upon 
him. They fired three shots at him this 
time, the last of which struck him in the 
back, inflicting a dangerous wound, 

The four prisoners will be arraigned in 


court today. 


Allinger’s father is Charles Allinger, 1355 
Diversey boulevard, a butcher employed by 
the Saratoga restaurant. He sald last night 
that he had not been notified of his son’s 
arrest, stating the young man left home two 
years ago after a difference with him. Since 
he has been home occasionally to see his 
mother. His last visit: was ten days ago, 
when he left saying he was going to Madison 
to get a job. 


TO RAISE CARRIAGE PRICES 
IS OBJECT OF ORGANIZATION. 


Convention Will Be Held in Chicago on 
July 28, When National Association 


Will Be Formed. 


The prices of all grades of carriages will be 
increased when a national organization of the 
manufacturers is organized here on July 28. 

This was announced by an advance guard of 
the organization representing Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, and Illinois, who 
met at the Auditorium annex to plan pre- 
liminaries for the organization. 

“The greatly increased cost of carriages 
demands a like increase in the retail prices,” 
said one of the organizers, “ and it is deemed 
advisable to form a national organization, 
which could bring about better trade reis- 
tions. Small manufacturers have feared the 
result would be a merger of their interests, 
but arguments will be advanced at the meet- 
ing here to overcome this reluctance on their 
part. We expect to start out with a member- 
ship of 100.”’ 

The convention will be held in the Audi- 
torilum annex, and the organization will be 
known as the National Carriage Manufac- 
turers’ association.

“HUMAN CHAIN” SAVES LIFE 


Mrs. Selma Floreen Rescued from 
River by Three Men.

| HUNDREDS LOOK AND CHEER. 


Woman Walks Into Water After Re- 
turn from St. Joe, Mich. 


Three men made themselves into a human 
chain yesterday evening to rescue Mrs. 
Selma Floreen from the river at the Graham 
& Morton dock. Mrs. Floreen, who lives at 
919 North Rockwell street, had fallen 
in by accident after returning from St. Joe, 
Mich., ‘on the steamer City of Chicago. Sey- 
eral hundred passengers watched the life 
Savers and applauded their success. 


Policeman W. 8. Foley of the Central sta- 
tion, Morris Curtin, 24 years ola, 6024 Loomis 
street, and William O’Donnell Burk, a cock 
superintendent, were her rescuers. 

Mrs. Floreen, wife of John Floreen, a ma- 
chinist, had expected her husband to meet 
her at the dock when she returned with her 
three children from the day's outing. She 
and her children were among the first to 
alight from the boat, and after taking her 
charges to the waiting room she returned 
to the dock to search for her husband, be- 
lieving she had missed him in the throng. 
He did not come to the boat. 


Walks Into the River. 

While walking toward the gang plank of 
the steamer she failed to notice where she 
was steppihg and walked off the dock into 
the river. More than half the passengers 


on the upper deck. As the cry arose that a 
woman was overboard these crowded to the 
rai. They saw the woman sink into the 
river between the boat and the dock. 

A rope could not be found and while Police- 
man Foley was preparing to plunge into the 
water Curtin offered his agsistance. Foley 
siezed his assistant by the feet and lowered 
him to the water. Mre. Floreen’s head had 
disappeared beneath the river’s surface and 
when she rose to sight she was out of reach 
of Curtin. 


Superintendent Completes Chain. 

Supt. Burk had been attracted by the 
shouts of spectators who watched from the 
boat or crowded the dock waiting for friends. 
He saw the woman struggling in the water 
and about to eink again when he seized Po- 
liceman Foley by the feet and lowered both 
men. Curtin thus was enabled to reach 
Mrs. Floreen. 

Burk, who is a powerful man, pulled the 
three persons toward the gang plank and 
with the assistance of several of the crew 
of the steamer pulled all three to safety. 

Curtin, who had been partly submerged in 
the water when lowered by Burk, told the 
policeman he was waiting for the night boat 
to go to St. Joe. Mrs. Floreen said she could 
not swim, but that she had been prevented 
from sinking instantly partly by her skir«, 


Thanks Rescuers; Crowd Cheers, 

Mre. Floreen and her children were taken 
to their house by the police. She modesily 
thanked the three men who had rescued her, 
but the persons who saw the affair did not 
content themselves with such a quiet ex- 
pression of feeling. They cheered wildly for 
the policeman and his assistants, 

“When 1 saw you fall into the water I 
thought of my wife and little children at 
home,” said Foley to Mrs. Floreen.

The ‘ hole’ is 
what the convicts call the dungeon where 
refractory prisoners are confined in the dark 
on bread and water.”

At 12 o’clock the guard will march 
me to dinner and batk to my cell at 12:30 for 
half an hour's rest, then work again till sup- 
per atip.m. At 5:30 the guard will lock me 
im my cell for the night. I shall be permitted 
to read until 9 o'clock, when the gong will 
gourd lights‘out. At 9:06 I must be in bed 
and all quiet or down to the ‘hole’ I shalJ 


have to go.”

Divorced Wife of a British 
Noble Becomes Bride of 
Aurel Batonyi. 


QUARRELS WITH FATHER. 


Leaves His House After Tiff 
Caused, He Says, by Her 
Extravagance. 


New York, July 14.—[Special.]—Mre. Fanny 
Burke Roche, sailing from New York :nis 
morning on the steamship St. Paul with 
Aurel Batonyt, professional Hungarian whip 
and riding instructor, left behind news that 
she had been married to him. Marriage had 
been predicted, but the curt announcement 
of it was a surprise. 

Batonyi, who is a resident of Middletown, 
R. L, was in Newport on Friday with his 
bride, but all that was made known about the 
wedding was that a civil ceremony had been 
performed some ume ago, possibly about the 
time in last December that Mre. Burke Roche 
had a dispute with her father, Frank Work, 


and left home. 
The couple are expected back in Newport 


for the fall season. 


Short Announcement in Papers. 
After they had sailed today this.announce- 
ment was sent to the newspapers by H. H. 
Bizallion, cashier of the Riverside bank: 


Monsieur and Madame Leopold Batony! of Buda- 
pest, Hungary, announce the marriage of their 
son, Aurel, to Mrs. Frances Roche. 

Farly in the evening Frank Work prepared 
this statement, which was given out at his 


home: 

‘‘Mr. Work desires to say that Mrs. Roche has 
married Mr. Batonyi and sailed for Europe. Mr. 
Work does not know his daughter’s plans and 
has nothing, further to communicate to the press.” 
At the jast national horse show in Madison 
Square garden Mr. Batonyi did not do any 
driving, but attended the afternoon meet- 
ings and occupied an upper box ina secluded 
place with Mrs. Roche. Among the horse 
show frequenters their acquaintance has 
been a matter of gossip for about two yeara. 
Batonyi has a reputation as a handler and 
driver of show horses among amateur owners 
and professional dealers in harness horses. 


Quarrels with Her Father. 

There were whispers that a disagreement 
between Mrs. Roche and her father last win- 
ter was due to her friendship for Batonyl, 
whose visits at Work’s Madison Square res- 
idence were said to have precipitated it. 
Mrs. Roche about two years ago gave it 
out in a way that would reach reporters at 
the horse and dog shows that she preferred 
to be mentioned as Mrs. Roche, without the 
prefix Burke. In England her divorce from 
Burke-Roche has never been recognized ih 
the courts. . 
Mrs. Roche exhibited bull terriers under a 
kennel name, and she has been for some 
years a horse show visitor and exhibiter. 
She made the acquaintance of Batonyi at the 
Newport summer horse show. 
Batony!l first became known in thiscity asa 
riding master at the Central Park Riding 
academy. In a lawsuit in 1889, in which 
Batonyl was a principal, he testified that 
his name was Cohen, but that he had changed 
it to get employment. 

Batonyi of High Family. 
Batonyi always asserted his family was of 
high standing and his familiarity with horses 
had been acquired as a boy in the family 
establishments and from the servants. 

Hig extant biographies say he came to this 
country in 1889 after differénces with his 
father, determined to earn his own living; 
that he had been educated In England and 
Paris, and was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Leipsic; that his father, Leopold 
Batonyi is a man of great wealth, and with 
Mme. Batonyi spends much of his time at 
Monte Carlo; that Mme. Batonyi possesses 
the most beautiful emeralds in England; 
that one of his sisters married Prof. Dr. 
Egmont Baumgarten of Budapest, and the 
other is the wife of M. Gompers de Denta, 
her previous husband having been his excel- 
lency, Joseph Rust de Ruszt, royal chan- 
celior. These biographies also say Herr 
Batonyi has of late presented to his son ex- 
tensive estates and the Eurieso stud of 160 
horses, hoping this would tempt his son 
home, but the son declined to give up his 
citizenship in America. 

Weds Noble; Is Divorced. 

Mrs. Roche was married to James Boothby 
Burke Roche in September, 1880, and sepa- 
rated from him six years later. Three chil- 
dren, a daughter and two sons, were born 
to the pair. In 1890, after having! estab- 
lished a residence at Wilmington, Del., Mrs. 
Reche secured a divorce and the custody of 
her three children. 

Roche for years contended the divorce was 
ilicgal, on the ground that his wife should 
have proceeded in the British courts. When 
a Dublin paper referred to Burke Roche as 
a divorced man in an election campaign he 
brought suit for libel and won the case. He 
also sued the publishers of Burke’s Peerage 
for referring to him asa divorced man, and 
won again. Whitaker's Peerage now de- 
scribes his wife as having obtained “an 
American divorce.”’ 

Mrs. Roche is a tall, handsome woman, and 
has figured in society here, abroad, and at 
Newport, where she had the use of her 
father’s house. Her sister is Mrs. Cooper 
Hewitt. Her oldest daughter, Cynthia, waa 
married last January to Arthur Scott Bur- 
den, son of James A. Burden. About two 
years ago Miss Cynthia, who was entitled 
in England to the title of the Honorable 
Miss Burke Roche, renounced all claim to 
the title and took out citizenship papers in 
this country. 

First Woman Four in Hand Whip. 

Mrs. Burke Roche inherited the skill of 
her father in riding and driving. At one 
time she was the only woman four-in-hand 
whip in the country. She was taught by 
Batonyl. 

Whatever the cause of the disagreement 
with her father last December she quit his 
house and took apartments at the Bucking- 
ham hotel. Work said she was extravagant 
and insisted on having $375 a day to spend. 
A reconciliation later was effected. 

In the passing of compliments in print be- 
tween father and daughter while she lived at 
the Buckingham it came out that her allow- 
ance from her father was about $80,000 a 
year. This, she contended, was not enough 
to maintain her in the style her social! posi- 
tion demanded. The amount compromised 
On Was never made public. 

Her first husband is a son of the first baron 
of Fermoy and present heir to the barony. 
In the divorce proceedings !t was brought out 
that Frank Work supplied the Roche funds 
and this was said to have been the cause of 
the disagreement. 

Mrs. Roche, when she left her husband. 
brought only her daughter to this country. 
Her two sons for some time were with their 
father in Ireland. . Roche, though ,arrived 
some time iater with the two boys. Driving 
up to Work’s home he deposited the two chi!- 
dren on the doorstep and drove away. 

Roche was criticized during the Russian- 
Japanese war for selling a turbine yacht to 
the Russian government at a high price.

TRUTH LIFTS COUR? FIND. 


Controller McGann Refunds $100 
Paid by Dr. Owen Cassell and 
Brother After Police Investigate, 
and Justice Prindiville Reports 
That He Was Deceived by Testi- 
mony of Robert Singer—Latter Ac- 
cused Physician. 


Dr. Owen Cassell, whois a physician at 4166 
Halsted street and young enough to see 4 
future ahead of him, has been vindicated of 
the charge of being a street ‘‘ masher.” This 
charge was confirmed eight months ago by 
Police Magistrate Prindiville, who “ soaked ” 
Cassell for $50 and costs and then meted out 
a similar punishment to the physician's 
brother, Moses A. Cassell, who happened to 
be present when the physician was supposed 
to have done his *‘ mashing.” — 

The city of Chicago yesterday apologized 
for Justice Prindiville’s decision in the case 
by having Controller McGann present Cas- 
sell with an order for $100 on the city treas- 
urer—the amount that Cassell and his 
brother had been forced to pay in fines to the 
city. The police magistrate also apologized 
by writing a note to the city council, saying: 

“The Cassell brothers have been done an 
injustice and I have been imposed on.”’ 


Accused by Arrested Man. 

The charge that Cassell was a “‘ masher ”’ 
was brought by Robert Singer, residing 4° 
8105 Groveland avenue, on Nov. 13, 1905, 
after Cassell had had Singer arrested for 
assault and battery. Cassell testified that 
he and his brother were waiting for a street 
ear the night before, when Singer and 4 
friend had attacked them, apparently with- 
out provocation. Later on, Cassell’s brother 
discovered that his watch was missing. 
Singer's friend also disappeared before he 
could be arrested. 

Singer told the justice that this account 
of the affray was all wrong. He, his wife, 
and his friend had been sitting in a restau- 
rant, he said, when Cassell had winked at 
the woman. Thereupon the men adjourned 
to the pavement and the fight followed. 


Justice Believed False Testimony. 
Justice Prirdiville thereafter said Singer's 
behavior was highly meritorious. He com- 
plimented Singer and fined the Cassells. 
Ever since then Cassell, the physician, has 
been trying to Induce the police to make an 
investigation of the case. He has just suc- 
ceeded. According to a report made by 
Lieut. Walsh of the Harrison street station, 
under orders from Inspector Hunt, it ap- 
pears that Cassel] was telling the truth 
at his trial before Prindiville. 


WORLD REFORMER IS HERE 
TO TEACH OLD HINDU IDEAS. 


As Soon as He Can Speak English Well 
Satyea Deva Plans to Inject New Life 
Into Chicago—Now at University. 


A world’s reformer is in Chicago. today. 
From the uppermost sources of the Ganges 
he comes with the message of the Hindu 
prophets, written centuries ago, to spread 
upon the western world in its age of graft. 

Satyea Deva he calls himself, and he is not 
a prince or a member of India's nobility. He 
styles himself a social reformer, and as soon 
as he ts able to learn the English language 
he will attempt to inject a new life—not the 
simple life—into Chicago. For. the time 
being he is taking _up work at the University 
of Chicago, where he is an advanced stud@ent 
in the sciences. 

He has so many things to do he does not 
know whereto start. He wants toreform the 
institution of marriage, to change society in 
all its twentieth century phases, to supplant 
the ‘‘doggerel hymns’ with the Vedic 
hymns, to found a school of Sanskrit im- 
mediately, believing it is not taught correctly 
in America, and of course he wants America 
to accept the religion of his fathers, etc.

It will occupy 
a site in Ellis avenue, near the university, and 
those who care to come and be enlightened 
will be received with welcome. Tuition will 
be gratis. Sanskrit will be the main subject 
taught. The students also will have an op- 
portunity to become wise in the teachings of 
eastern philosophy—upanisheds, Satyea calls 
it, in his native dialect. 

University of Chicago professors have 
taken a great interest in Satyea. They be- 
lieve he is a great scholar, and are anxious 
to learn his theories. He believes he has 
some converts among the faculty members 


already. 


CAN’T SUPPLY ICE ENOUGH; 
MORE WAGON MEN WANTED. 


Secretary of Drivers’ Union Seeking for 
Fifty Additional Helpers to Lighten 
Burden of Workers.

Cool work at $85 a month is waiting for fifty 
men in Chicago. Announcement of the open- 
ing was sent yesterday to every teamsters’ 
union in the city by Secretary C. J. Sager- 
strom of the Ice Wagon Drivers’ union, who 
has 2,000 men at work vainly trying to supply 
the unprecedented demand for ice. 

Since last Tuesday members of the union 
have been delivering ice night and day. 
Many of the drivers, according to Secretary 
Sagerstrom, have had only a few hours’ rest 
out of twenty-four. The ordinary number of 
teamsters employed in the ice business in 
Chicago is around 1,800 in the summer time, 
but this season 200 additional men have been 
put to work, and still the call is for more help. 

Third Vice President Krackland of the 
Knickerbocker Ice company confirmed the 
report regarding the unusual demand for ice. 
He said the company was beginning to real- 
ize that a serious shortag®s will develop unless 
the heated spell ends seon. Mr. Krackland 
denied that there is any “ntention at present 
to increase the price to consumers. 


CAFE IN ZION’S FORMER HOME. 


Owner of the Savoy Purchases Property 
at Twelfth Street and Michi- 
gan Avenue. 


John Alexander Dowle’s former headquar- 
ters at the southeast corner of Twelfth street 
and Michigan avenue have passed into the 
control of Thomas Chimalis, owner of the 
Savoy café at Harrison street and Wabash 
avenue.

Detectives Hurley and Zawalsk!i learned 
that gambling was going on in the Olympia. 
Tuckhorn and his backers at court have a 
theory that Justice Prindiville, who has not 
been slated for municipal court judge, while 
Caverly has, will not be surprised that the 
information was conveyed to the detectives. 

Entering the resort in the afternoon, the 
men from the chief's office began a hunt 
for the proprietor. They found him at length, 
with Harry Jenkins and Rommilli Held, in 
the balcony of the main dining room. It 
looked like a class in arithmetic, but it was 
not. Tuckhorn was counting the money, 
while Jenkins, his manager, and Held were 
figuring up the bets on the sheets. All three 
were arrested and taken to the Harrison 
street police station, where bonds were given. 


Raid a Shock to Tuckhorn. 

Tuckhorn sald the raid was even more than 
a surprise. He said it was a shock, and he 
felt pained. 

The resort proprietor was Arrested first 
early in the week in a room on South Water 
street, where, surrounded by crates of chick- 
ens and barrels and boxes of produce, the 
detectives say, he was running a book. Jus- 
tice Caverly fined Tuckhorn, who returned 
to his pursuits and was caught in the same 
place a few days later. The third arrest fol- 
lowed soon. 

Barbers and Patrons Taken. 

A barber, who occupies a small room in the 
front of Mont Tennes’ place, 123 Clark street, 
learned in the morning that *‘ a man Is judged 
by the company he keeps.’’

MURRAY GETS AFTER MORE 
DEALERS IN TAINTED MEAT. 


New Food Inspector Rises Early to Prose- 
cute Accused Men—Their Cases Are 
Continued, but He Doesn’t Stop. 


Chief Food Inspector P. J. Murray was up 
at 6:30 o’clock yesterday morning to prepare 
for the prosecution of A. M. Weinberger and 
Simon Hamberger in Justice Gibbons’ court 
on the charge of selling tainted meat, fish, 
and vegetables. The case finally was con- 
tinued until next Saturday to give the de- 
fendants an opportunity to secure witnesses. 

The original charge against the men was 
based on one can of spoiled salmon. The 
cemplaint then was changed to take In all 
the carloads of alleged tainted and spoiled 
products at the establishment of the de- 
fendants in the basement at 17 River street. 
The place has been closed on the order of 
Inspector Murray, who says he will not stop 
until all the tainted stuff is destroyed. 

“Why, there is enough poisoned canned 
goods in that store: now to destroy the lives 
of everybody in Chicago,”’ said the inspector. 
“Of course all the blame cannot be placed 
on the two defendants. The wholesale estab- 
lishments in the city which first sold the 
goods should be prosecuted. They are guilty, 
too, because they get rid of it for what they 
can get out of it and then the smal! dealers 
must bear the blame.”

Canadian Sport, Converted at Torrey-

LIVE WIRE IN POLICE ALARM 
KILLS ONE AND INJURES MANY 


Accidental Connection at Indianapolis 
Fatal to Officer—Score of Others 
Shocked—Ftre Is Caused. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 14.—[{Special.j—A 
live wire killed a patrolman, injured geveral 
other persons, burnt out many telephones, 
and stared a fire today. The man who was 
skilled was Edward Dolby. He was opening 
a Gamewell box when he was shocked to 
death. Dolby and Patrolman Sam Rariden 
approacied the box to make their hourly call. 
Dolby torust his key in the door of the box 
when siddenly he was thrown back, falling 
to the sround., 

Rariden ran to him with the exclamation: 
“Whats the matter?’ Dolby with hfs dy- 
ing breath replied: ‘“* Don’t touch the box.’’ 
Raridei ran some distance away to a tele- 
phone ind called up the police headquarters, 
reporting that Dolby was badly shocked on 
a charged box, and then ran back to where 
the parolman was lying. He then discov- 
ered tiat Dolby was dead. The body was 
taken to the city morgue. 

Thefirst intimation of the trouble was when 
Jame Greene, a patrolman, used the phone 
in. ths Gamewell box in West street near the 
Greenlawn cemetery. He told the night oper- 
ator. T. T. Jacobs, that the box was charged 
and that he was badly shocked. 

A short time later Jacobs started to anewer 
a call, when he was knocked off his chair in 
the operating room at the police station. He 
thea cut out the circuit containing fifteen 
hoxes, one of which was used by Greene. 

Many other patrolmen received shocks 
when they attempted to use the boxes. Pat- 
rick Dillane and Henry Baker, patrolmen, 
weit to the box at River avenue and Ray 
stret and Dillane took down the receiver to 
uss the phone. He was thrown back with 
suwh force that he tore the receiver out of 
the box. 

Sergeant Charles Barmfurbrer attempted 
tc use the phone in the box at Illinois and 
Washington street and was knocked to his 
kiees. Sergeant C. L. Weaver had a similar 
experience at a box in West Indianapolis. 

When the serious nature of the trouble 
Iecame known bicycle men were sent from 
wadquarters to warn the men in the dis- 
tict, but they found the patrolmen aware 
@ the trouble through experience. Many 
@ them had been shocked and not a few 
d¢@ them were knocked down. . 

Men were detailed under the direction of 
Sergeant Stoddard to watch the boxes, to 
xeep persons away until the cause of the 
rouble was found.

GRAND JURY ACTION LIKELY

Charges Made Against Schmitz and the 
Mayor’s Charges Against Reagan 
May Be Aired in Court. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 14.—[Special.J—

INSISTS GAMBLING RAID ON 
TAGGART RESORTS WAS PROPER 


Indiana Attorney General Replies to 
Arguments of Attorney for Hotel 
Companies in Suits. 


Paoli, Ind., July 14.—Attorney General 
Charles W. Miller today argued in support 
of the state’s suits against the French Lick 
Springs and West Baden Hotel companies, 
and replied to arguments of yesterday by 
Alonzo G. Smith, former attorney general, 
in support of a demurrer to the complaint. 

He recited the law limiting the pawers and 
rights of corporations to the provisions of 
their charters and styled the action of the 
hotel companies as “ flagrant and wanton ” 
violation of their charter rights in permit- 
ting the casinos to be run. In closing his 
argument the attorney general said: 

“ These corporations come in here and ad- 
mit every charge—admit that they have sunk 
men and women into the moral mire and con- 
‘ributed to the delinquency of children—cd- 
mit that they have permitted gambling and 
he breaking of the laws. But they demand 
that the state do not permit the powers of a 
court of equity to touch them. They say to 
che state: 

“ “If you want to proceed against us you 
must do it by going before a grand jury and 
getting us indicted. You must stand up be- 
fore a jury of twelve men and convict us be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. We want to take 
our chances there and not in a court of 
equity.” 

At the conclusion of the arguments this 
afternoon Judge Buskirk announced he would 
render a decision on Monday. 


GIRL ADMITS PLOT TO SHOOT. 


Miss Lola Walker of Chicago Says She 
Planned to Kill Defendant in 
Breach of Promise Case. 


Union City, Tenn., July 14.—[Special. }— 
That she and her mother tried to get Col. 
“Dick” Edwards to go to St. Louis after 
they learned he was married, and procured 
a pistol with which Mrs. Walker was to kill 
him was testified to by Miss Lola Walker of 
Chicago under cross-examination in her ait 
against Col. Edwards for alleged breach of 
promise. Edwards failed to go to St. Louis. 
Instead he sent a friend.

Walker. Several showed her in tights, and 
with her form partly draped In a sheet.

Take Credit for Others’ Work.

As a 
matter of fact, all such criminals are ar- 
rested by private detectives employed by the 
State street stores. They are taken to _ 
detective bureau to be lockd up and the * 
rest”? is credited to the record of some of 
the favored members of the department who 
need the credit marks. 

The nervous condition in which the ex- 
posures had thrown members of the depart- 
ment and the changed condition of the at- 
mosphere im the vicinity of Chief Colins’ of- 
fice did not drive all of the men away from 
bars. The day was hot and they were accus- 
tomed to quench their thirst and think in the 
eheiter of friendly saloons, and they couid 
not break themselves of this habit immedi- 
ately. 

An evidence of this fact was found in a 
visit to Mangler’s saloon, the favorite resort 
of members of the department.

Saloon Attracts Others Also. 


The next visitor from the detective bureau 
was Detective Tierney, who walked up to the 
bar, glanced about the place, hurriedly con- 
sumed a “‘fancy’”’ drink, and departed. A 
short time later Detective De Roche was 
recognized seated at one of the tables in the 
rear of the saloon. He spent considerably 
more than an hour eating and drinking in 
the place. 

A few feet away from the door of the de- 
tectives’ favorite resort Detective De Sousa 
was encountered. He took occasion to brand 
the statement that he drank beer in Mang- 
ler’s as false. 
~ * Anybody who says that I drink beer in 
there is a liar,”” he said. Then he explained 
that he drank only Rhine wine. “I just go 
in there to eat dinner, and that’s what 'm 
going to do now.” 

It is calculated that the corpulent detective 
eats more dinners than any other ten men in 
Chicago if every visit to Mangler’s represents 
a dinner stowed away.

His duties consist of talking to all persons 
who go to detective headquarters to com- 
plain of missing relatives or friends. If any 
of these persons are sufficiently insistent in 
their demands an able bodied detective is 
ealled and an *“ investigation ’’ follows. If 
the relatives of the missing person do not 
care particularly whether the lost one is 
found, the sergeant makes a note of the 
case and places it on file. It generally is 
understood that his work each day could 
be done by any clerk in probably an hour. 

Two detectives who were found in saloons 
on consecutive days during the week. are 
Wrenn and Johnson, who travel the down- 
town streets in ‘plain clothes.”’ The two 
detectives are particularly well known in 
saloons along Randolph street. They may 
be found almost any evening at the Briggs 
house bar conversing with friends and 
quenching their appetite for strong drinks. 
On Thursday evening, while it was popularly 
believed they were scouring the streets for 
erooks, they were whiling away their time 
at this bar. 

System Encourages Idling. 

The system now in operation in the de- 

partment is such as to invite loafing on the 
part of the men who make up the bureau. 
The men attend roll call at 9 a. m., report- 
ing to Lieut. Rohan or Hartford, then going 
out on the streets and being left to their own 
devices. The -ronly restriction placed upon 
them is that they telephone to headquarters 
twice during the day. There is no rule o 
the department requiring them to stay away 
from saloons or to abstain from drinking. 
No report is made of what they do unless 
in the rare chance that they arrest some 
one. 
“Have you any means of knowing whether 
your men are loafing in saloons and dis- 
reputable places?’ Lieut, Hartford was 
asked. 

‘None except the telephone calls when 
the men ask if there is anything for them,” 
he replied. 

The licutenant did not know of any more 
efficient method of keeping his men in line. 


Wooldridge’s Record a Contrast. 

The work of any of the members of the 
bureau can be seen in its true light by a 
comparison with that of the members of the 
squad of men working directly under Chief 
of Police Collins. Detective Clifton R. Wool- 
dridge, for instance, probably makes ten 
times as many arrests as any member of the 
bureau. 

Every arrest made by Detective Wool- 
dridge, it must be remembered, represents 
laborious investigation, as his cases are 
those of confidence swindles, matrimonial 
bureaus, and other nefarious games prac- 
ticed by the crooks of.Chicago. Because of 
his activity Chicago has changed from the 
harvest field of this sort of crook ten years 
ago, to a place from which he is glad to 
escape. 

That one detective could make these crooks 
shun Chicago ‘and sixty-five detectives can- 
not decrease the number of thugs and crooks 
who make the streets dangerous to women 
and children, is regarded as a poor comment 
on the usefulness of the bureau. 


THIS COUNTRY AND FRANCE 
PRAISED AS SISTER NATIONS. 


Consul Merou at French Celebration of 
National Holiday Refers to Historical 
Dates of Both Republics. 


France and the United States were lauded 
as the two great sister republics of the world 
by Henri Merou, consul for France in Chi- 
cago, in an address at the French national 
celebration In Ogden’s grove last evening. 
The occasion was the anniversary of the fall 
of the Bastille, July 14, 1788, since celebrated 
as the national holiday of France. 

The program began with a banquet early 
in the evening, with Consul Merou as the 
principal speaker. After being introduced 
by Paul Populorum, chairman of the ar- 
rangements committee, Consul Merou said: 

“Among the national days of the world 
two are distinctively in a class for them- 
selves. These are the national day of Amer- 
ica and the national day of France; the 4th 
and the 14th of July. Both days commemo- 
rate the birth of the nation to the life of a 
sovereign people. 

“T ask you, therefore, to unite with me 
in the toast: ‘ Long live the two sisters, the 
French and the American republic.’ ”’ 

The toast was drunk standing, while the 
band piayed the “ Marseillaise *’ and “‘ Amer- 
ica,”’ followed by a response from Charles 
Henrotin, consul for Belgium in Chicago.

Tired of Obscurity Existing Since 
Election, They Find New 
Mission.

After a season of modest retirement the 
survivors of the I. M. O. league came back 
into public life yesterday strong in a new 
purpose. Theleague went from the spot light 
area immediately after the aldermanic elec- 
tion last spring, leaving many well wishers 
to wonder whether the retirement was to be 
temporary or permanent. 

During this period of eclipse Addison Blake- 
ly secured unto himself a job as subexpert 
on Mayor Dunne’e traction expert staff, but 
others of the league remained unknown to 
fame. The revival came yesterday when the 
survivors, with the addition of some new 
blood, came forth as the *‘ Progressive Alli- 
ance.

Permisison t6 embark in this business has 
been obtained from the state of Illinois, which 
has granted a charter to the society to un- 
dertake the work to which it feels itself 
called. 


Urgent Call from Unity Block. 

Newspaper offices were startled yesterday 
afternoon by a 4-11 call for reporters sent 
in from the Unity building, which, seven 
months ago, was a danger spot on the news 
map. Calls from there usually were an- 
swered on the first alarm by two reporters, 
a photographer, and an artist, and on the 
second alarm by the city editor, the office 
boy, and the business office policeman. 

The district had been quiescent since April. 
Hence the start which the 4-11 caused. 

Mr. T. P. Quinn, former president of the 
I. M. O. league, was found holding the char- 
ter of the Progressive alliance, by the terms

No explanation of the failure of the tidings 
to reach the public through the regular 
channels could be advanced and the Asso- 
clated Press must rest under the suspicion 
of Mr. Quinn,

‘George D. Perkins will withdraw from his 
candidacy for the republican nomination for 
governor of lowa before the state convention 
meets, unless the republican state central] 
committee agrees to accept his proposition 
that it pass-upon the contests of the dele- 
gates apd make up the roli for the conven- 
tion.”’

GUATEMALAN WAR 


Casts Its Fortunes with the Sal- 
vadorans in Central Amer- 
ican Fight. 


MAY INVOLVE NICARAGUA. 


Republic, with Costa Rica, Still 
Holding Off; Washington 
Sends Warship. 


PANAMA, July 14.—A telegram from San 
Salvador says that Honduras declared war 
against Guatemala today. The following 
proclamation has been circulated in San 
Salvador: 

*“ Gen, Bonilla, commanding the Salvadoran 
army, has repelled the Guatemalan forces at 
Metapam, in Salvador, ten miles east of the 
Guatemalan frontier. The victorious army 
of Salvador retained the positions captured 
from the enemy.” 

The declaration of war by Honduras on 
Guatemala brings a third state actively into 
the Central American trouble, which has 
been progressing with more or less severe 
fighting and bloodshed for a month or more. 
Honduras and Salvador are now arrayed 
against their neighbor on the west. Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica are the only two coun- 
tries still passive. It has been said that the 
former is about to take part in the fighting. 


Honduras So Far Aloof. 

Up to today Honduras has seemingly taken 
no part in the difficulty between her neigh- 
bors. Recent reports declared her territory 
had been invaded by Guatemalan troops in 
pursuit of fugitives from the army of Gen, 
Regalado, the Salvadoran commander, who 
was killed in the fighting at Jicaro. 

The army of Guatemala consists of about 
7,000. professional soldiers with 56,000 able 
bodied men of service age. The reserves 
amount to about 30,000 men. It was re- 
ported recently that Guatemala had 650,000 
men under arms near the Salvador boundary 
line. 

The revolutionists are sald to have plenty 
of fighting men, arms, and ammunition, and 
they doubtless have invaded the frontiers 
of Honduras, Salvador, and Mexico during 
the fighting against Cabrera. They are head- 
ed by Gen. M. L. Barillas, a former presi- 
dent of the country, who has the assistance 
of Gens. Castillo, Pined, and Toledo, 


Rebels Cause of Clash. — 


The trouble between Salvador and Guate- 
mala is an outcome of the progress of vhe 
revolutionists in their efforts to oust Cabrera, 

The statement has been made that Sal- 
vadoran regulars are fighting with the Gua- 
temalan revolutionists, but President Esca- 
lon of San Salvador’ denies this. 

The revolutionists appear so far to have 
had the best of it. 

The army of San Salvador is described as 
consisting of 8,000 men, and the militia of 
18,000. 

The army of Honduras consists of 500 men, 
with 20,000 militia. 

“8 State Department Busy. 

Washington, D. C., July 14.—The state de- 
partment has been trying to prevent an 
actual clash between Guatemala and San 
Salvador. Instructions have been sent to 
Minister Merry at San Salvador and to Min- 
ister Combs at Guatemala City to use their 
offices to bring about a peaceful settlement. 
The department has been in correspondence 
also with Ambassador Thompson at the City 
of Mexico, who has enlisted the active sup- 
port of the Mexican government. 

The navy department has ordered the 
cruiser Marbléhead to proceed immediately 
to La Libertad, on the coast of Salvador. It 
should arrive not later than July 15. 

There are said to be a number of Americans 
siding with the Guatemalan revolutionists. 
Adventurers were enlisted at San Francisco 
and elsewhere, and the dispatches have made 
mention of a contingent of 160 Americans 
under Gen. Toledo. 


Interferes in Quarrel; Killed. 


Trinidad, Cglo., July 14.—L. D. Bolton, a real 
estate man, shot and killed Carl Gilg, a ranchman, 
at Clayton, N. M., yesterday. Bolton had had 
trouble with a yeung man named Hobson. Gilg 
interfered and was shot dead. A lynching party 
was formed, but Bolton was taken by a circuitous 
route to the county jail

It was 
her first romance and was cut short by the 
police, who charged the girl and her sweet- 
heart, Harold Hermes, 21 years old, 74 Ra- 
cine avenue, with passing forged checks in 
west side stores. 

Having faith in Hermes, she says, she did 
as he bade, innocent of the fact that the 
checks were forgeries. 

Before Lieut. Harding of the West Lake 
street station she told her story, while 
Hermes refused to talk. 


Passes Checks for Companion. 

The girl declares she passed-at least fif- 
teen checks for from $7 to $12, drawn In 
the name of George H. Delcher who, Herme# 
sald, was a constable for whom. he worked. 
Hermes accompanied the girl to various 
stores and waited while she presented the 
checks in payment for smal! purchases. 
They were arrested by detectives from thre 
Lake street station while leaving the store 
of H. J. Berne, West Van Buren and Robey 
streets. Hermes attempted to escape. 

“We were engaged to be married, but I 
had begun to lose faith in Harold because 
at times he talked so cruelly to me,’ said 
Miss Cloman. “If I asked any questions 
about the checks or why he didn’t go into 
the stores with me he would fly into a temper. 
I had fully decided to break the engage- 
ment and return to my home. It was a 
good home.” 

Leaves Home to See Sweetheart. 

Miss Cloman recently left her home and 
went to live with an aunt at 305 Cuyler 
avenue because Hermes was not allowed to 
call upon her. He visited her at her aunt’s 


home. 

So far the police have obtained names of 
but four firms where checks were passed. 
Miss Cloman said she did not remember the 
stores. The cases are set for trial tomorrow 


morning. 


CONDEMNED SLAYER IN JAIL 
ENDS LIFE WITH POISON. 


Ralph Le Isle, Convicted of Murder and 
Sentenced for Life, Commits Suicide 
Day After Trial Ends. 


Death by suicide has set aside the life sen- 
tence of Ralph Le Isle, convicted Friday of 
murder and sentenced to spend a life germ 
in the Joliet penitentiary. His body was 
found in his cell in the county jail yesterday 
morning, and a woman, supposed to be his 
wife, is suspected of having smuggled in 
chloral with which the prisoner poisoned 
himself. 

After Le Isle had been taken to the jall from 
Judge Honoré’s court Friday afternoon he 
was visited by Belle Maxwell, who said she 
was his wife, and it is believed she furnished 
him with the poison. Le Isle was consid- 
ered by the police an expert in the use of 
chloral for criminal purposes. 

A verdict of suicide was given by the cor- 
oner’s jury following the inquest held at 
Gavin's undertaking rooms, 226 North Clark 
street, in the afternoon. The post-mortem 
examination held by Coroner’s Physician 
Lewke revealed that the prisoner died from 
chioral. Most of the testimony at the in- 
quest revealed that Le Isle had been men- 
tally unbalanced for several] years. 

The murder for which he was found guilty 
eccurred last February. After running 
through west side streets shooting at several 
persons, he shot and killed Goldberg, a sa- 
locnkeeper, at 145 West Madison street. 

The verdict returned by the jury was pre- 
ceded by a dramatic defense from the pris- 
oner. He offered periodical insanity in miti- 
gation of his crime, and recited his criminal 
history in Michigan, in which he admitted 
having committed arson, assault, burglary,

-| TREAT FOR PEACE 


ON U. S. CRUISER. 


Presidents of Guatemala and 
Salvador Agree to Meet 
on the Marblehead. 


MEANS END OF THE WAR. 


Presidents Roosevelt and Diaz 
Work} Together to Bring 
About Result. 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—[Special. ]— 
The deck of the United States cruiser Marble- 
head will be the scene of a conference be- 
tween the presidents of Guatemala and Sal- 
vador, which is expected to result in the 
restoration of peace in central America. 

This end, which President Roosevelt and 
President Diaz of Mexico have been striving 
in unison to bring about, will mark the close 
of one of the prettiest bits of diplomacy in 
which the United States has figured in recent 
years. 

Cabrera, showing more progress than his 
predecessors as president of Guatemala, or 
any of his “dear friends and brothers ” oc- 
cupying the presidential mansions <«: the 
other republics, sought to carry out @ com- 
prehensive railway policy. The general plan 
included both an Interoceanic railroad and 
links in the intercontinental or north and 
south lines. 

* Cabrera’s enemies in his own country quick- 
ly grasped the significance of the completion 
of the railroad system. It would mean that 
Cabrera could throw troops promptly into 
any part of the republic and suppress a revolt 
before it had gotten well under way. The 
chance of successful revolution would be 
gone, and Cabrera if he lived, would remain 
in power as long as Diaz has in Mexico. 


How a Revolt Started. 

It was easy, therefore, for the revolutior- 
Ists tn Guatemala to obtain outside as- 
sistance. A revolt was started by one Gen. 
Toledo. A filibustering expedition was or- 
ganized in. the Mexican state of Chiapas. A 
steamer known as the Empire City was 
loaded with munitions of war at San Fran- 
cisco. The state department was informed 
that it was a filibuster going to Gen. Toledo’s 
support. The Marblehead was ordered to 
intercept it and found it at Corinto, 
Nicaragua, taking on coal. As a filibuster- 
ing expedition must consist of men as well 
ag arms, the Empire City could not be seized. 
It lett Corinto with a son of President 
Zelaya as passenger and was next heard of 
at Acapuleo, Mexico, where it received a re- 
spectable force of men. The expedition then 
was conveyed to a Guatemalan port and de- 
barked, succeeding in joining Gen. Toledo. 

Thus Cabrera got praqof of the concert of 
action between Mexico, Nicaragua, and Sal- 
vador for -his overthrow. The last named 
was. the weakest and could be reached. He 
went to war with her. 


Roosevelt Takes a Hand. 


The wires have been hot for some days con- 
veying appeals from Roosevelt and Diaz to 
the presidents of Guatamala and Salvador 
to settle their differences and terminate a 
fruitless war. These messages have brought 
responses of a satisfactory character. The 
two Central American leaders have an- 
nounced that while they do not desire peace 
until their ‘‘ honor has been vindicated,”’ yet 
out of consideration for the mediators they 
accept the principle of disarmament. The 
state department has offered the Marblehead 
as the scene of the conferences to occur be- 
tween the two presidents, and Commander 
Richard Mulligan, commanding the cruiser, 
will be the representative of President Reose- 
velt in the negotiations. The Marblehead 
will arrive off the Guatemalan coast tomor- 
row. No additional vessels will be sent, nor 
are they considered necessary.

Massachusetts District Attorney An- 
nounces Candidacy for Governor- 
ship on M. O. Platform. 


July 14.—District Attorney 
in a statement tonight, an- 
nounced that he was-a candidate for the 
democratic gubernatorial nomination.

MILLING CENTER. 


Chicago Must Have Flour In- 
dustry to Get Its Share of 
Grain Receipts. 


RAILROADS HOLD KEY. 


They Are Urged to Grant Same 
Terms to This City as to 
Western Points. 


4, 

Chicago grain merchants are anxious to 
have this city become a great milling center 
like Minneapolis and Kaneas City. As a 
grain market Chicago has been losing ground 
rapidly during the last ten years, and the 
grain men are beginning to realize the fact 
that every year a larger percentage of the 
crop is going to other cities. Of all cities, 
Kansas City has shown the most phenomenal 
increase in its grain rece:pts, and this is due 
to the fact that a large milling industry 
has grown up there. which hes been aided and 
fostered by the railroads, 

Chicago wants the railroads to help it now 
to become a center of milling. At present 
and for several years past this city has been 
placed in the anomalous position of being the 
market which fixes the price of grain, yet 
the actual receipts of grain here have only 
increased 32 per cent in the last ten years, 
while at Minneapofis, for instance, the re- 
ceipts have increased 56 per cent, and at 
Kansas City the increase in that time has 
been 380 per cent. 

The grain dealers have started out to find 
a remedy. The only remédy they can see is 
for Chicago to become a milling center, and 
the only way it can become a milling center 
is for the railroads to help. E. B. Boyd, traffic 
manager of the Chicago board of trade, has 
asked the eastern roads to make rates so that 


| mills can profitably locate in Chicago. 


Grain Receipts Grow with Milling. 

A study of the figures compiled by Mr. 
Boyd and which he has used in his argu- 
ments with the eastern roads makes it evi- 
dent that the grain receipts of a city grow 
as the milling industry grows. There is no 
better example than Kansas City, which in 
1805 only received 8,230,800 bushels of wheat, 
or 3.2 per cent of the total crop of the nine 
wheat growing states, while in 1905 it re- 
ceived 40,038,000 bushels, or over 10 per cent. 
Compare this to the milling industry of that 
city, which in 1895 was only a few hundred 
barrels a day, while now Kansas City has 
a milling capacity of over 41,000 barrels a 
day, being the next largest to Minneapolis. 

To get the mills here Chicago must have 
the same advantage in rates that the cities 
west of here have; that is, a milling in transit 
provision so that tho grain can be stopped 
here and milled into flour, and then shipped 
out to the eastern markets or to the seaboard 
for export on a proportional of the through 
grain rate from the point of origin of the 
grain. Mr. Boyd asks the eastern roads 
to give Chicago the milling in transit priv 
ilege which the western roads grant to the 
millers of Kansas City and Minneapolis or 
other cities west Of here. There is now only 
a narrow belt of country which has not this 


_privilege and that is between Chicago and 


Buffalo, in what is known as the Central 
Freight association territory. West of Chi- 
cago and east of Buffalo the roads concede 
the right to mill grain in transit. 


Chicago Mills at Disadvantage. 

“ ..t Chicago,’ says Mr. Boyd, ** it has been 
the practice, until recently modified as to 
wheat and rye, to charge full local rates on 
all grain products from the mills here. The 
result is that Chicago mills, in purchasing 
grain throughout the west and northwest in 
competition with these interior mills, must 
pay the same rate to Chicago as the interior 
mills pay to get their product here. So far 
there is no discrimination, but when the Chi- 
cago miller ships his products he is assessed 
the full local rate east, whereas in the same 
train there may be the products from some 
western mill of grain originating at the same 
point or district as the grain milled in Chi- 
cago, which pays the eastern lines less reve- 


nue.’ 


Railroad Officials Meet. 

Recently the grain committee, of the Cen- 
tral Freight association has been meeting 
on this subject, and has allowed the rumor 
to spread that at least it will make a sub- 
stantial reduction in the penalty imposed 
upon Chicago millers, which at present is 
i cents a hundred, and reduce it to \& cent. 
The Chicago grain men say that if there 
must be a penalty, make it an arbitrary of 
three or four dollars a car to cover the cost 
of handling, and they believe that with such 
an arrangement they can induce millers to

BYERS TRIUMPHS: 
ISGOLF CHAMPION 


Pittsburg Player Defeats Lyon, 
Canadian Rival, Two Up, 
in Brilliant Match. 


STEADINESS WINS HONOR. 


Young Westerner, One Down on 
Morning Round, Puts Up a 
Strong Game at Finish. 


Englewood, N. J., July 14.—{Spectal.]— 
Eben M. Byers of Pittsburg, who has made 
many attempts to win the national amateur 
goif championship and one promising effort 
for the British title, won the American honor 
today by defeating George S. Lyon of the 
Lambton Country club of Toronto 2 up in the 
final round of 86 holes-match play on the 
Englewood club’s course. 

It was a stirring match from beginning to 
end, as the present Canadian champion had 
the Pittsburg map 4 down at one stage of the 
morning round, which ended, however, with 
the representative of the dominion beirg 
only 1 up on the first round of 18 holes. ° 

In the afternoon it was nip and tuck all the 
Way, and there was little to choose between 
the two. On the fifteenth hole Byers, who 
had been steadily improving in his work, 
took the lead, and after the next two holes 
had been halved In fotrs and fives the Pitis- 
burg player made a brilliant put for 3 on the 
home green and won out by 2 up. 


Gallery Is Enthusiastic. 


The gallery, half of which was made up of 
women dressed in eummer costumes, was one 
of the largest that has followed a match any- 
where in ps country since the roval game 
secured a foothold on this side of the Atlan- 
tie. Every good stroke or clever bit of play 
was applauded with an impartiality which 
was keenly appreciated by the players. 

The great gallery made the progress slow, 
especially in the afternoon, for the shifting 
about of the crowd and the swinging of a 
guide rope which fifty clubmeén handled with 
the vigor of volunteer firemen made for 
delay. It took three hours to play the after- 
noon round. Drives were past the line of 
onlookers standing as prim as soldiers at 
attention. Many of the approach shots 
were from the apex of a V shaped forma- 
tion, and the putting was in a hollow square 
of enthusiasts. 

The heat was intense, but the players did 
not break under it or the excitement of the 
followers, playing good golf to the end. 
There were but two errors aside from miss- 
ing putts in the last eighteen holes. 

Young Byers was trim in knickerbockers 
and a contrast to the stocky, gray haired, old 
time amateur cricket player who stood in 
flannel trousers and light shirt as if ready to 
bowl or bat. But to the onlookers not so 
kéen op the niceties of style Lyon's fine re- 
sults were good enough. The how, not the 
why, appealed to them. Lyon had the sym- 
pathy of the crowd, and while the Yankee 
Doodle spirit brought out more applause for 
Byers, the Canadian had always iusty ac- 
knowledgment of his telling shots. 


Lyon Game to Last. 


After a handshake on the home green, 
Byers was rushed to where the iced drinks 
were. Lyon was more leisurely, and as he 
turned to leave the green there was a re- 
markable scene. The onlookers blocked his 
steps, and those nearest shook his’hands, 
while the hundreds who couldn't reach him 
began to clap their hands. The women were 
as noisy in applauding as the men.. If not 
handclapping they were waving handker- 
chiefs and parasols. Lyon, although the col- 
or of a boiled lobster from the sun, blusheda 
darker shade and doffed his”tap five or six 
times. It was a scene unprececented at cham- 
pionships. 

Lyon looked frightened, and tried to break 
for the clubhouse. Hancclans continued, 
and finally Lyon, as he ducked away, an- 
swered with a laugh: 

‘“*I hope I gave my friends a run for their 
money.”’ 

Byers pulled his opening drive to the trees, 
and took two more to gain the first green, 
which Lyan reached on his second. He threw 
away the hole by taking four putts, and Byers 
won in five. Both were on the second green 
in 2. but halved in 5. 

“TIT seem off in my putting.’’ commented 
Lyon to a bystander. 

He got off a drive of 250 yards from the 
third tee. Byers on the third sliced his iron 
shot into the rough, while Lyon gained the 
green. Byers took two more to get there. 
Halves followed on tworgreens. Byers’ drive 
for the sixth was stimied by the tree, a land- 
mark that marks an unfair hazard on this 
hole and the seventh. Lyon won in 4. Lyon 
holed from a runup shot with his mashie in 3. 
Iie overplayed the short eighth to the 
fifteenth green, but gig? 3 by fine putting, 
for Byers, with less to do, took three putts: 
Halving the ninth Lyon was 3 up in 89 to turn. 


Byers One Down in Forenoon. 


Three halved holes followed, when Lyon 
became 4 up by a long putt fcr 3. On the 
fourteenth hole Byers ran down from the 
edge of the green and the 3 gct back one 
hole. Two good halves in 4 did not change 
the esitvation. Byers got the seventeenth 
in 4 ard the short home hole, where he fook 
two to the green. Lyon took three, with 
another 4. This left Byers but 1 down. He 
came home in 37. 

Halves on three greens began the after- 
noon round, Alternating misses won Byers 
the fourth and Lyons the fifth. Another 
half occurred on the fifth, but although he 
made a weak approach putt Lyon won the 
sixth in 5, as Byers was in the rough to the 
left on his second and only made the edge 
of the green on his third. Lyon was 2 up 
again. He sliced outside the same trap 
on the short eighth and was away over the 
green on a mashie pitch, one of the shots 
he doesn't seem to have in his bag, Byers 
winning in 8 and Lyon lifting after 4. 

The ninth was the best hole Byers played. 
He topped his drive, but made a grand 
brassey ehot to the green, a shot that those 
who followed the match will remember long- 
est. Lyon was on fn 2, but half stymied him- 
self on the approach putt and Byers squared 
the match by a4. They were out in 41 and 42, 


Byers Loses Lead Again. 


Byers got the lead by a 3 in the eleventh, 
but lost it by a missed putt on the twelfth, 
Lyon getting his 4." Two halves in 4 brought 
them to the fifteenth tee still square. Byers 
gained the green by a splendid cleek shot and 
although Lyan nearly holed for the half he 
got the lead with a 4.* Lyon filubbed his sec- 
ond on the sixteenth, but gained the half by a 
twelve foot putt.” Rhey halved the seven- 
teenth. the thirty-fifth of the match, in 5 
after Lyon had rimmed for 4. Th#home hole 
Byers got in 8, Lyon slicing the tee shot and 
failing to make the green.

ANNUAL EVENT OF THE CHICAGO 
YACHT CLUB IS STARTED.

Thirteen Boats, Pick of Great Lakes, 
Participating in Long Contest, 
Largest Field That Ever Partici- 
pated in the Event—Yawl Hussar 
II., from Toledo, in Water Battle 
and Is Looked On as Possible Win- 
ner of 330 Mile Test.

The long cruising race of the Chicago 
Yacht club to Mackinac was started yes- 
terday afternoon, thirteen boats, the pick 
of the Lake Michigan racers, sailing threugh 
the Van Buren street gap on their annu2l 
trip to the straits. It was the largest fietd 
that has ever participated in the event. 

A feature of this year’s contest is the pres- 
ence of the crack Toledo yawl, Hussar II., 
owned by Commodore E. T. Affieck. If the 
invader wins against the superb fleet rep- 
resenting Chicago it will have to be ex- 
tended to its limit, and, In addition to poa- 
session of the Mackinac cup, practically wi!! 
have won the title of great lakes champion. 
As an indication of thé respect the local 
sailors have for Hussar II. and its ability, 
there were many experts about the lake 
front yesterday who picked the yaw! to fin- 
ish first at Mackinac. 


Start an Inspiring Sight. 


The start was one of the finest ever seen 
in a long distance event, all of the'compett- 
tors jockeying for positions as if the strug- 
gie was to be around one of the club tri- 
angles instead of over the 330 mile stretch 
of water between Chicago harbor and the 
straits. The preparatory gun was fired at 
1:45 o'clock, fifteen minutes before the yaw!ls¢, 
which sailed in the first detachment, were 
given the signal. 

Vanadis, of the Chjcago Yacht club, gained 
the honor of leading the way to the north— 
at least for a few minutes. The Steere entry 
was jibed over the line twelve seconds ahead 
of Fred Price’s big sixty-footer, Juanita, 
which flew the Columbia club burgee at the 
truck. 


Hussar II. Third Away. 


The Toledo entry, Hussar II., was third, 
followed closely by Commodore Baum’s Ar- 
cadia and Charles Soule’s Nalad, both rep- 
resenting the Chicago club, The close start 
may be imagined from the fact that but 
forty-five seconds separated the first and 
last boats. Another tem minutes and the 
three schooners left. They were Dwight 
Lawrence's Mistral, McConnell, Clinch, ard 
Fox’s Hawthorne, and McClurg, Hale, and 
Weait’s Alice, thetrio of double stickers get- 
ting away in the order named, with the Chi- 
cago Yacht club pennant prominently dis- 
played. 

The last bunch to get the gun were the 
sloops, which followed the schooners ten 
minutes later. L. J. Ibold’s Widsith of the 
Columbia’ club was the first to cross, with 
W. F. Cameron's Vanenna of the Chicago 
second, George Tramel’s Vencedor of the 
Columbia third, C. T. Batley'’s Neva of the 
Chicago, fourth, and the former Canadian 
racer, Naniwa, owned by Giaver, Finstad, 
and Johnson of the Columbia club, trailing 
astern. 


Ten Knot Wind Blowing. 


The wind came from the southeast at about 
ten knots, and while it hung in that quarter 
gave the yachts a broad reach. Most of 
them had working topsails drawing, while 
others left under jibs and matinsails only. 
One hour out the wind hauled to northwest, 
heading the boats and making the prospects 
for goad time in the first hours of the race 
dubious, especially as the breeze died to a 
whisper before the fleet was off Evanston. 

The progress of the fleet Is to be reported 
to the Chicago Yacht club by lighthouse 
keepers along the route. The judges left for 
Mackinac by steamer during the afternoon 
dnd will eamp fn a tent near the finish until 
the racers are all checked up.

Becalmed Off Waukegan. 

Waukegan, Ill, July 14.—Thirteen yachts, 
which left Chicago for Mactttaac island at 
2 o’clock this afternoon, were idiing In a calm 
some thirty miles north of Chicago when 
darkness shut them from view tonight. The 
fleet started with rails awash under a spank- 
ing east wind and clouds which apparently 
threatened a squall. To Grosse Pointe the 
sailboats sped at a rate that taxed the power 
of some of the steam yachts following to 
keep up with them. The wind began to veer 
around to the north in flukey fashion and 
presently died ont. 

At 6 o'clock this evening the contestants 
were ranged In the foliowing ordef: Juanita, 
Vanadis, Hussar Il., Siren, Alice, Vanena, 
Mistral. Hawthorne, Arcadia, Vencedor, 
Naiad, Neva, Widsith.

New York, July 14:;—[Special.]—Running 
the eyeballs out of every horse that tried 
to race with him the last three furlongs of 
the Brighton handicap route of a mile gni 
a quarter at Brighton today, Capt. Jim Wil'- 
lams’ western champion, Ram's Horn, won 
& gallant victory by half a length from Char- 
ley Rowe's First Mason and John Fuller's 
good western mare, Tokalon, which with 
H. V. Bell’s Glorifier, chased him home hard, 

Ram's Horn, First Mason, Tokalon—it was 
@ sweeping, whooping, riproaring victory for 
the wild and woolly west which should put 
a quietus to all the talk about the superiority 
of “the eastern form.”’ 

All the way from his home near Lexing- 
ton, Ky., had come old Capt. Jim to see the 
idol of his whole family run for this $25,000 
prize. But he was not allowed to witness 
one of the greatest and fastest races ever 
run in this or any other country, for the 
reason that, after paying up last winter 
over $6,000 of forfeits owing to eastern as- 
sociations, some more were dug up against 
him which he had not been able to settle. It 
is alleged Francis R. Hitchcock took par- 
ticular pains to impress upon the Pinker- 
tons that the famous old horseman from 
Kentucky should be kept off the track on 
account of the old forfeits not having been 
completely paid up. 

Pull for Dandelion to Lose. 

When the news spread about the paddock 
and course*it made every fair minded turf- 
man’s blood boil and every man at the track 
was rooting for Hitchcock’s horse Dande- 
lion to be beaten, which it was, for they 
raced Dandelion off his feet in less than a 
mile. 

In 2:03 3-5 Ram's Horn won the 
Brighton, and enthusiastic western turf- 
men vow that the new loam put on the 
Brighton course has made it slower than 
when Broomstick hung up his great record. 
Broomstick was a 3 year old, carrying 104 
pounds, and Ram’s Horn isa year older and 
took ten pounds more. 


Running of the Handicap, 

With Glorifier and Kuroki added and only 
Miss Crawford scratched, the field numbered 
thirteen, which started away perfectly ex- 
cept for Kuroki.

fans who had been soaked from. behind 
laughed at those who were getting It from ths 
front of the stand. .Not satisfied with that, 
the wind veered again and blew from the 
east, thoroughly soaking a portion of the 
crowd over back of first base which had es 
caped until then. : 

But the crowded boxes on the roof were 
the worst watertraps. Sheltered only by the 
dinky tron sunshield and the flapping awn= 
ings in the rear, the spectators on the hurri- 
cane deck got it from all sides. Beacuse it 
meant a thorough ducking to attempt to get 
below stairs, they stuck it out for a while. 
But the awnings had been blown from their 
moorings, and when the only possible way te 
keep dry was to make a noise like a housefly 
and gtick to the under side of the roof, the 
box holders, many of them women in holiday 
attire, braved the driving storm and made 
for the stairway. Not one of them but looked 
as if he or she had taken a plunge tn the 
lake, and many of them left the park before 
the deluge ceased, because they could not 
possibly get any wetter. iS 


Rain Stops; Spectators Released, 

The partially dry spectators were 
prisoners for nearly an hour before hs tale 
finally stopped, and then needed ferries ard 
gondolas to reach transportation lines, so 
completely were the streets adjacent to the 
grounds flooded.

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{ARNESS HORSE GOSSIP 


Incidents During Last Week Provide 
Food for Reflection — Making of 
Record of 2:11% on Half Mile 


Track ty Nutboy, Which Once Was ) 


Offered for Sale at $135, an Ex- 
ample—Contrast Presented in Case 
of Miss Previous. 


(BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

Food for reflection as to the ups and downs 
of the horse business is afforded by a couple of 
incidents,that occurred during the last week. 
One was the making of a record of 2:11\% over 
a half mile track by the trotter Nutboy, and 
the other was the announcement that Miss 
Previous was to be put in the brood mare 
ranks. . 

Here is the contrast: - Miss Previous, five 
years ago, then a yearling, was sold for 
$10,300, the highest price ever paid for a trot- 
ting bred horse of her age at public auction. 


Now, without any record, she becomes a 


brood mare worth perhaps $300 on accountof 
her blood lines. Nutboy, by his 2:11\% mile, 
holds the world’s record for half mile track 
trotters, thus early in the season, and an offer 
of $8,000 has been refused for him. Two 
years ago he was offered for $135. 


Rhea Brings Out Miss Previous. 

Miss Previous, a daughter of Ponce de Leon, 
2:13, was. brought into notice by Joe Rhea 
five years ago when he was training for the 
late Marcus Daly. Rhea brought the Mon- 
tana man’s horses to Lexington that fall, and 
it was not long until the yearling filly by 
Ponce de Leon was the talk of the track. A 
quarter in :40 seemed easy for her right at 
the ssart, and at every workout when she was 
given her head the rate of speed was in- 
creased until she could show a 2:20 clip. 

This was remarkable in a yearling, but 
after reaching the point at which most trot- 
ters of that age arg forced to stop Miss 
Previous went right on, and during the fall 
races in the Kentucky town she marcheda 
quarter in :83. A 2:12 clip for that distance 
by a yearling trotter was something unheard 
of, and by the time the filly reached the New 
York auctions in November she was the talk 
of the turf world. A number of rich men 


who saw in her a possible world beater toads 


at the ringside, and their bidding was some- 
thing to remempber.. Finally the hammer fell 
when $10,300 was reached, and a Boston man 
was the victor in the battle of check books. 


‘Becomes Uncontrollable. 

But the bright dreams were not long in 
fading. Miss Previcus was allowed to do 
pretty much as she pleased that winter, but 
when spring came and it was time to go on 
with her training, it developed that the filly 
had no notion of being made a controllable 
horse. She appeared to have forgotten all 
she had learned in the way of being harness- 
wise, and from the start it was a battle be- 
As to the details 
of the conflict that was waged at intervals 
for three or four years I have no knowledge, 
bat the late James Golden, who had the mare 
at one, time, told me that it practically was 
impossible to do anything with her. And 
now, a 6 year old mare, Miss Previcus is to 
be bred. a 

That the contrary notions she showed ran 


im the family was evidenced by the fact that 


a full sister tod Miss Previous also was of 
no account as a-racehorse, although she 
could and did trot a mile in 2:10 for Alta 
McDonald, whom I saw training her one day 
three years ago on an eastern track. A bet- 
ter gaited one never looked through a bridle, 
afid McDonald told me that although she was 
fugey at the score, she never would offer to 
make a break once she was under way. 


Nutboy Much Talked Of. 


WNutboy fs the most talked of trotter out 
this season, and with reason, because he has 
been tried and thrown into the discard not 
less than four times by trainers of experi- 
ence and repute. He is by Nutpine, a son 
of Nutwood, and from the beginning of his 
career was what horsemen call ‘‘ ornery.”’ 
Bred at Decatur, Ill., he was sold at 4 


Years to a doctor of that town, but was so 


gawky in harness that driving him was 
@ dangerous pastime. Indeed, the story goes 
that at that stage of his career it was once 
necessary to run the colt against a fence 
te stop him. 

Nutboy was then known as Benjaline. 
When the Decatur doctor got tired of figuring 


‘én runaways the colt was sold to a dealer in 


Richmond, Va., and he in turn let a young 
man of that city have the srraticnag. He 
Was driven on the road a season, but again 
went to a dealer, whosent him to Dorchester, 
Mass. Aithough the horse’s reputation came 
with him, he was tractable at Dorchester, 
and wes used onthe road by a young woman. 


Offered for Sale at $135. 

It was at this time, after one of his exhi- 
tions, that Nutboy was offered for $135, 
but the man thus given a chance to own 
a 2:11% horse passed up the opportunity 
Then Nutboy was sent to a New York auc- 
tion, still wearfng the name Benjaline. John 
H. Shults, a well known breeder, looked 
at the pedigree in the catalogue, thought 
from the name that the nag was 4 mare, 
and bought it. When he discovered the mis- 
take Mr. Shults ordered Benjaline resold, 
and he went to a Philadelphia dealer. 

In the Pennsylvania city Nutboy rar 
away and nearly’ killed a man. Then sev- 
eral dealers got him in.rapid. succession, 
and finally one of them put him up at auction 
under the name Nutboy. A man named Sla- 
ter bowght him, and Slater revolutionized 
Nutboy, the horse becoming kind in his 
hands. He had a lot of speed, and Slater 
sold-out for $500. This was in May, 10906, 
and that season the horse won nine out of 
the twelve races in which he started, and 
at the end of the campaign was sold for 85,000.

Defeat of Milwaukee Man Causes No 
Surprise in Pugilistic Circles, and 
Experts Would Not Have Seen 
Startled Had He Won, Because of 
Long Layoff of Colored Fighter— 
Result a Setback for Jaeck-——Berger 
te Meet O’Brien Tomorrow Night,

The only fight cf interest during the week 
was that between Joe Walcott and Jack 
Dougherty at Chélsea Tuesday night, whioh 
Joe won with a knockout in-the eighth 
round. Dougherty’s defeat caused no sur- 
prise, neither wou the followers of the 
game have been startled that Jack won, as 
Joe, becausé of his long layoff, Was an uncer- 
tain fistic quantity. 

The match, because of+ Walcott’s recent 
ring idleness, was a poor one for the Mil- 
waukeean, as he really did not have much 
to gain by defeating the little old “ sawed 
off” black, while a defeat, which he re- 
ceived, would give bim a severe setback.

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Walcott’s ring performances are too well 
known to be chronicled. He has fought men 
of all sizes and weights and has beaten more 
than have beaten him. Dougherty jumped 
into the pugilistic limelight by defeating 
ex-Welterweight Champion “‘ Buddy ” Ryan, 
but, however, when “ Buddy ”’ began hitting 
the toboggan. He then secured a shady draw 
with Jimmy Gardner and fought the best 
battle of his career against Billy Mellody, 
whom he held to an even break after eight 
rounds of hard and desperate milling. His 
battle with Mellody entitled him to a hear- 
ing with the best welters in the country, 
and when his manager picked out Walcott 
he evidently did not consider him of the 
best. 

Reports of the fight state that Jack had a 
hard row to hoe right at the outset and that 
it appeared as if he would not see the end 
of the third round. He braced up after that 
session and made an excellent showing untill 
the eighth period, in which Joe floored him 
for the count,

The victory, undoubtedly, will bring Wal- 
cott back into the game, and should he elect 
in so doing the simon pure welters through- 
out the country will have a formidable op- 
ponent to corftend with. Joe still claims the 
championship of his division despite the 
fact Joe Gans defeated Mike ‘“‘ Twin "’ Sulll- 
van far the title. The honor of being the 
boss welter has shifted considerably during 
the last few years, or since, I might say, 
Walcott was considered out of the running. 

There really was no simon pure welter- 
weight champion after Joe, supposedly, 
stepped. down and out, so Billy “ Honey” 
Mellody -essumed the title. He. probably 
had the best claim, as he defeated every 
man he fought from March 2, 1001, his 
maiden fight, until Jan 21, 1904. Among his 
victims were Matty Mathews and Eddie 
Connolly, two of the best welters in the 
country. Matty had about the best claim 
on the title by virtue of his victories over 
“Rube” Ferns. Mellody, as the acknowl- 
edged champion, came to Chicago afid lost 
three decisions to “ Buddy ’’ Ryan, one of 
them a kKnockcut In the first round. Ryan 
then claimed the title and as champion de- 
feated George Herberts at Butte, Mont., 
and George Peterson at Colma, Cal. He 
then matched with Jimmy Gardner and was 
defeated. Jimmy then strutted as the boss 
welter only to be deposed by Mike Sullivan, 
who in turn was beaten twice by Joe Gans. 

This, according to fight dope, makes Gans 
the champion welter and the holder of two 
championship titles. It might be well to 
match Gans and Walcott or Mellody and 
Gans and decide the much mooted welter- 
weight championship question, as Gans, al- 
though the boss In that divisiop at present, 
and» as champion of tbe lightweights, is 
toting around too many titles for the inter- 
est of the sport. 

Dougherty’s defeat, although a setback. 
will not put him out of the running, as he 
classes among the best of his weight.

Sam Berger, the heavyweight amateur 
champion, will get his first try as a prefes- 
sional at Philadelphia tomorrow night, where 
he is scheduled to meet Jack O'Brien 
in a six round tilt. I probably err 
in stating it will be Berger's first 
professional fight, and should have said 
his first bout with a professional, as his 
amateur bouts on the coast were amateur 
contests in name only, as he invariably bat- 
tled on the percentage plan, the same as pro- 
fessionals. His rakeoff in his little three 
round amateur tilt with big Casey netted 
him $1,800, and he did not lose sight of the 
box office in his other so-called amateur 
bouts. 

Sam, according to San Francisco reports, is 
a clever, shifty big fellow, but his record as 
an amateur hardly bears out the reports. 
He has acted as gparring partner for Corbett 
and for Fitzsimmens when they were train- 
ing on the ccast, so is accustomed to hard 
knocks. He probably is better acquainted 
with the fine points of the game than he yet 
has demonstrated, but he will have to be up 
to snuff to put it on the clever and elusive 
O'Brien.

The Tommy Burns-Mike Schreck heavy- 
weight championship match, whieh is. or 
was, to be decided at Seattle, still is unset- 
tled, although matters regarding its being 
staged look more rosy than they did a week 
ago. At that time it was reported the sheriff 
intended to prevent its taking place, but the 
latest from the proposed scene of the ccntest 
have it the sheriff has been “ seen ”’ and that 
the fight surely would take place. Burns 
went to Los Angeles ¢arly in the week, pre- 
sumably to have a talk with Tom McCarey 
and arrange to have the battle take place in 
that city should the Seattle promoters “ fall 
Gown."’ Also, it is stated, to arrange, if pos- 
sible, a match between himself and Jack 
O’Brien. Schreck is training hard for the 
proposed encounter, and, without boasting, 
says he will be the next heavyweight cham- 
pion. 
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Benny Yanger and “‘ Kid’ Herman appear 
to have as much trouble finding a suitable 
place to fight and a suitable purse to fight for 
as have the big fellows. Negotidtions for a 
match between them began a month ago, and 
it was not until a week ago yesterday, they 
signed articles to fight. 

The battle ground agreed upon was Terre 
Haute, before the Wabash club of that city. 
The fighters posted their respective forfeits, 
but the club, because of a change of adminis- 
tration, did not see its way clear to forward 
its forfeit. so the pair are as far away from 
meeting as they were a week ago. The Terre 
Haute promoters will be given several days 
to make good their forfeit, and should they 
fail to toe the mark the boys will try. to have 
it out at either Indianapolis or Grand Rapids, 
The club offering the best inducements will 
get the match.

LOCAL RELIABILITY RUN». 
FOLLOWS GLIDDEN LINES. 


Unique Penalizations Provided for Road 
Test of Chicago Automobile Associa- 
tion Over Elgin-Aurora Course. 


Local motorists are going to have a Giid- 
den tour of their own a week from hext 
Thursday, when the Chicago Automobile 
Trade association and the Chicago Automo- 
bile club will promote their 100 mile relia- 
bility test over the Elgin-Aurora course 
under rules which closely follow those gov- 
erning the big A. A. A. contest now running 
through Canada. 

Of course the trip is not any more than a 
one day’s stunt for the Gliddenites, but the 
cyclists’ old century course will serve for a 
short demonstration of the possibilities of 
ue automobiles when it comes to regularity 
of running. It isn’t to be so much of a trade 
event as a contest that will interest the 
owner and get him and his family out for a 
day’s journey over the most picturesque tri- 
angle in the vicinity of Chicago. 

The owner is being encouraged to enter the 
reliability test, and with that idea in mind 
care has been taken not to have the strictures 
too hard. Several unique features have been 
injected tnto the rules, and it is expected the 
tour will serve as a model for other cities 
seeking to promote a fair test for all. 


Route of Reliability Run. 


During the week Chairman Gunther's com- | 


mittee got out entry blanks and rules for 
the event, as well as a map showing the route 
to be followed in the reliability run. As 
planned by the committee the contest will 
start at 9 a. mefrom Michigan avenue and 
Hubbard court, the contestants leaving at 
one minute intervals, according to their en- 
try numbers. They will go north on Michi- 
gan to Jackson, west to Ashland, north to 
Washington to Maywood, thence out over the 
Elgin-Aurora course, which in days gone 
by was used by the cyclists on their century 
runs. Controls will be established at Elgin 
and Aurora, and the object of the run will 
be to see who can drive the closest to the 
scheduled time with the least number of 
penalizations for engine and car stops for 
shifting gears. 

According to the official map, the distances 
on the route are as follows: Austin, 7.3 
miles: Oak Park, 9.5; Elgin road, 14.1; Ad- 
dison, 21.5: Bloomingdale, 26.8; Ontario- 
ville, 30.6; Elgin, 88.4; St. Charles, 51.6; Ba- 
tavia, 54.5° Aurora, 61.3; Naperville, 70.6; 
Downer’s Grove, 78.1; Hinedale, 82.5; Le 
Grange, 85.5; Riverside, 90.1; Austin, 97.5; 
thence over starting route to the finish at 
Michigan avenue and Hubbard court, 106 
miles, 

Four Classes Provided For. 

Pntries to the run close July 24 at 6 p. m. 
with Charles P. Root, 309 Michigan avenue, 
four classes being provided for, each class 
being subdivided into divisions for run- 
abouts and touring cars. Class 1 is for cars 
not exceeding $1,000 In list price; class 2 for 
cars over $1,000 and not exceeding $1,750; 
class 8 for cars over $1,750 and not exceeding 
$2,500; and class 4 for cars Nsting at over 
$2 500. ' 

An elaborate system of penalization has 
been arranged. For arriving too soon at a 
control a car will be charged two points for 
each minute; for being too late, one point 
per minute. For making repairs to the gaso- 
line or water system one point per minute will 
be exacted. Switching the gear on a touring 
car means ten points and on a runabout 
twenty. Stopping the motor costs twenty- 
five points each time irrespective of class, 
while for car stops other than those caused 
by traffic congestion there is a penalty of 
twenty-five points. Thisis to prevent scorcn- 
ing to a control, then waiting to slip in on 
time. It is recognized that the tire evil is 
one than cannot be overlooked and to provide 
for this the committee has granted forty- 
five minutes’ allowance for the entire 100 
miles for repairing punctures or blowouts. 

The main idea is to demonstrate reliability 
of the running of the automobile and for this 
reason the penalizations for stops of motors 
and cars have been made stiff. It is alsothe 
aim to have a car travel as far as possibile 
on the high speed gear. To figure out the 
winner in each class it hag been decided that 
the car with the least penalization shall be 
entitled to the prizes. 

Observers will be placed In each car, each 
entrant being compelled to name a man [or 
this duty. No observer, however, will be 
allowed on the same make of car which his 
nominator drives. A change to a different 
make will be made at each control, so an 
observer will have been in three different 
cars before he completes the 100 mile journey. 


Glidden Tour Good for Motoring. 

There ts every reason to believe the Glidden 
tour which started from Buffalo on Thurs- 
day will do motoring more good than halfa 
dozem road races Hke the Vanderbilt or a 
score of track meets. The owner is {nter- 
ested in tours, for they hit closest home with 
him, because he can take his sjock car and 
strive for the honors himself insteadof being 
a mere spectator, as he, has to be at races. 
Then, too, such trips as the one through 
Canada bring out the strength as well ae the 
weakness of the automobile in road work. 

A comparison is afforded by studying the 
respective entry lists to the Vanderbilt and 
the Glidcen. dn the road race there are only 
fifteen machines entered, representing halfa 
dozer: makes, while in the Glidden there were 
eighty-three nominations from thirty-five 
different factories. Every maker realizes the 
value of a win in the A. A. A. tour anditiga 
safe prediction that the winning car will find 
itself talked of more than will the winner of 
the Vancerbilt. 


Complaint from Chicagoans. 

It is to be regretted, say the local motorists, 
that the Chicago-Buffalo part of the A. A. 
A. tour received such poor support. That 
only six cars should make the trip waga dis- 
appoinment and already there ts considerable 
criticism over the failure of the A. A. A. 
officials to boost the game along. Not one 
of them participated in the run, not even to 
get in a car and escort the tourists out of 
town. The east is laughing over the flasco 
and saying the route was mapped out to 
please the westerners, and they did not take 
advantage of it. 

Still it Is doubtful if Messrs. Van Sicklen, 
Paulman, Fosgate, McDuffee, Jay, and 
Knight regretted making the trip, for reports 
from them tell of almost ideal touring con- 
ditions—fine weather and the best of roads. 
To add to their enjoyment it is stated that 
every one of the machines performed in a 
most gratifying manner. It is seldom six 
cars can be found to trave! 600 miles without 
a bit of mechanical trouble and with only 
two punctures in the bunch, yet that ie what 
the machines driven by the Chicagoans did. 


Movable Rims Win for Sisz. 


Mail advices tell of the running of the 
French Grand prix and ascribe the victory 
of Sisz to the fact that he used movable rims 
which allowed him to change tires nineteen 
times in two days and yet win because he 
could make the change on an average of five 
minutes each time. This movable rim is 
an attachment to the rim of the wheel, six 
bolts holding the movable rim in position. 
After the bolts have been withdrawn a tap of 
a hammer is sufficient to remove the old rim. 

Fault also was found with the “ goudron,” 
which was used to oil the course. It was 
discovered that unless the goudron is laid 
on an absolutely perfect surface it is worse 
than useless, for the loose stones scatter and 
make a rough surface. Then, too, the fumes 


and dust blind the drivers and several of the

Killing of Ten Perseus on Brighton 
Read Arouses Public’ te Peril 
Drivers Afflicted with Strange Dis- 
ease Called ‘‘ Motor Spine’’—Even 

Stow Crambling of Westminster 


Abbey Is Laid to New Terrer of 
the Streets.

LONDON, July 14.—The London terror of 

London streets, the motor omnibus, with its 
nerve racking wWhirr and awful smell, isn't 
likely to be helped bythe calamity which 
befell the Vanguard bus on the ride to Bright- 
on on Wednesday, when ten people were 
killed and all the other passengers, number- 
ing twenty-four, were mofe or less injured. 

When the motor bus first was introduced 

the public hailed it as a perfect godsend 
as a speedy means of locomotion and the 
days of the electric cars were foretold as 
numbered, But, as motor buses increased 
number, and breakdowns became common, 
public delight in them changed to terror. 


Break Down and Block Streets. 

Every day these buses can be seen standing 
with broken down machinery, biocking traf- 
fic in London's narrow thoroughfares. Yes- 
terday four were counted standing between 
Ludgate and Charing Cross, a distance of 
about three-quarters of a mile, while another 
went on firé from a Téaking petrol car, and 
burned itself out, leaving nothing but the 
chassis, 

But that is tnifiing compared with the dan- 
ger to fe and jimb through the unreliability 
of the steering gear. Not long ago one ran 
amuck in Piccadilly with broken steering 
gear and crashed right through a cab, rank 
disaster being avoided by a mere hairbreadth. 

An expert automobilist, discussing the dan- 
gers of the motor bus, gave it as his opinion 
that few people seemed to realize that of all 
vehicles for public conveyance the motor 
omnibus is by far the most dependent on its 
brakes for safety. On a down grace the 
motor bus, bereft of its brake control, is the 
most hélpless vehicle on wheels, andonlya 
miracle can save its occupants from destruc-' 
tion. The locomotive or railway carriage 
running wild downhill bas at least the safe- 
guard of its flanged wheel on the iron rail, 
and provided the rail is clear there is more 
than ah even chance the runaway won't 
jump the track, but will eventually pull up 
after reaching level ground. 


Always in, Danger on Down Grade. 

Even the tramear usually is safe, so far as 
keeping hold on the rails is concerned, and 
to that extefit not absolutely at the mercy 
of a broken brake, but the motor bus abso- 
lutely is helpless;. much more 80 than the 
ordinary automobile. When the brakes fail 
to work on the down grade the weight of the 
bus. ite height, and more especially ite out- 
side load. all are contributing factors to its 
helplessness. 

Motor omnibus driving through the streets 
of a city is a feat requiring special skill and 
many a@utomobilists who have driven big 
racing cars have declared they would rather 
drive a 100 horsepower car over an interna-« 
tional cup course than a motor bus from 
Hammersmith to Bow. 

Contributors to the Lancet have discovered 
another charge to lay to the door of this 
curs® of London's streets. This is “ motor 
driver’s spine,”’ which practically paralytes 
the Mmbs and upsets the nerves. 


Gives Use to New Disease. 

Dr. W. J. Burroughs details a case which 
came under tis observation. He was called 
to attend a strong, healthy looking man, 34 
years of age and 6 feet in height, who was 
‘a motor omnibus driver. The man’s facial 
expression Was one of keen anxiety and he 
was obviously in a highly nervous state and 
casil® excited. He was unable to move the 
right leg and suffered a persistent acute pain 
in the right hip. It was over three weeks 
before this victim of “‘ motor drivers’ spine ” 
was able to go out. 

The pathological state produced was either 
the direct outcome of the constant jarring 
to which the drivers of these vehicles are 
exposed or to the excessive muscular effort 


required.

Historically, as well as socially, the Vienna 
millionaire choir has a remarkable record. 
It’ was originally founded in 1843, the idea 
eriginating with Dr. August Schmidt, one of 
the best known musical editors and critics in 
Europe. Beginning with oniy thirty mem- 
bers, the choir soon attracted the attention 
of musicians throughout Europe, and many 
famous composers joined its ranks. 


Choir Honored by Composers. 

So high was the standard of excellence in 
musical attainment that the choir soon won 
for itself recognition from the most dis- 
tinguished composers of the day. Quite a 
nuniber of famous musicians have actually 


'- dedicated certain of their compositions to the 


Wiener Minnergesang verein. Among these 
are Schumann, Meyerbeer, Mendelssohn, 
Liszt, Wagner, Bruckner, Johann Strauss, 
and others. Several of these composers were 
honorary members of the choir. 

‘One of the important works undertaken by 
the choir has been the perpetuation of the 
memory. of famous composers. In the 
* Stedtpark,’’. or. prineipal park of Vienna, 
the choir erected in 1872 a magnificent marble 
monument to Franz Schubert; and the Schu- 

“bert medal also was founded for the purpose 
of encouraging male choral music. 

Some of the most famous musicians of Vien- 
na have considered themselves honored to be 
identified with the choir. Johann Ritter von 
Herbeck, director of the imperial opera and 
leader of the court orchestra, was one of the 


 & .@irectors of the millionaire musicians, while 


Eduard Kremser, the distinguished com- 
poser, has been closely associated with the 
choir for many years. 


Emperors Often Command It. 

So much distinction has the choir won that 
the emperor of Austria has often “ com- 
manded.”’ it to sing before him, and on all 
state and municipal occasions ite services are 
requisitioned. At the invitation of Prince 
Metternich some years ago the choir sang 
before the duchess of Kent, mother of Queen 
Victoria, and in 1867 they were invited to as- 
gist at the musical festival on the occasion of 
a@‘visit from Napoleon III. to Austria. 

On the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
ehotr the Emperor Francis Joseph presented 


“the choir with a magnificent banner, on 
‘which were the words: 


“ Francis Joseph—to 


the Vienna male choir." 
‘On the fiftieth pintvoreaty. of the choir, in 


" ~ -- 9808, a truly wonderful musical pageant was: 


held in honor of the company. This was at- 
tended by the emperor of Austria, the king 
of Saxony, and other royal notabilities, while 
Gelegates from musical societies from all 
parts of the World attended the ceremonies. 
There were representatives from New York 
and other cities of America, as well as from 
every European capital. 

‘A noteworthy feature of the organizatiop 
ig the fact that all the money they make in 
their various concerts is devoted to charitable 
purposes. They already have contributed 
$240,000 to hospitals. The fund made during 
the last visit to London from two concerts 
alone amounted to $4,645, which was divided 
equally between King Edward's hospital 
fund and the Franz Josef institute of Vicnna. 


May Be Heard in America. 

In the course of its travels, the choir has 
visited Venice, Constantinople, Egypt, Paris, 
London, and Athens, The question of visit- 
ing America has comie up before the execu- 
tive committee of the choir several times, 
but the long journey has been postponed 
from time to time. It is possible, however, 
that the next time a universal exhibition 
is held in the United States the principal 
members of the choir will go over. 

Without doubt, the Vienna male choir is 
the most remarkable body of musical talent 
in the world, presenting, as it does, the 
strange spectacle of hundreds of moneyed 
men combining their divergent interests to 
further the art of song. In many lines of 
business these men are flerce antagonists, 
bu®when traveling as members of the choir 
and men of music all their differences are 

ae In other words, harmony prevails 
ong them, in both senses of the term.

TALK OF HOUR ABROAD.) 


Situation in Egypt Renews Dis- 
eussion of Possible Rising 
of Asiatics. 


(BY EX-ATTACHE.] 

Egypt furnishes to such an extent an ob- 
ject lesson to the United States in the way 
of administration of an oriental dependency | 
by a western power that the condition of 
affairs now prevailing in the valley of the | 
Nile is worthy of close study and of earnest 
consideration by the people of America. That 
the situation is a serious one indeed has been 
publicly announced by Sir Edward Grey in 
the house of commons. and it may be safely 
taken for granted that the secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, who is perhaps the most 
bevel headed and least emotional man of the 
entire cabinet, would not have given utter- 
ance to so solemn a warning as that which he 
delivered in parliament last week unless the 
matter was of the utmost gravity. It arises, 
according to him, from the religious fanati- 
cism of the mosiem population of Egypt, a 
fanaticism which is sufficient to blind them 
to all the advantages which they have de- 
rived from British control, and to obliterate 
every spark of gratitude for all the innu- 
merable benefits which they have received at 
the hands of the English. 

Only those who, like myself, have lived in 
Egypt during the reign of the late Khedive 
Ismail, that ia to say, prior to the intervention 
of England and France, and then of England 
alone, ean form any netion of the immensity 
of these benefite which the native Egyptians 
owe to the’British In general, and more es- 
pecially to Lord Cromer, to whom belongs 
nearly if mot all the credit for the regenera- 
tion of Egypt and for the revival of its 
former prosperity. 


Life Unsafe Under Old Regime. 
Until the overthrow of Khedive Ismail 
there was no safety of life or property In | 
the country, at any rate for the natives, and 
even his ministers, such as, for instance, 
Nubar and Riaz Pashas, were compelled 
to place themselves under the protection of 
one or another of the foreign powers so as to 
prevent their sovereign from confiscating 
their estates and from taking their lives 
without trial or legal process, for no other 
reason than that they had become too rich 
and powerful. Mustapha Pasha, the minis- 
ter of finance, popularly known as the mouf- 
fetish, neglected to take this necessary 
precaution. A knight grand cross of most 
of the principal orders of knighthood of 
Europe, and possessed of colossal wealth, 
he esteemed himself too powerful for the 
khedive to dare to harm him in any way. 
Yet in 1876, that is to say, just thirty 
years ago, Khedive Ismail called for him 
one day at the paiace of the minister of 
finance, invited him to take his seat beside 
him in his carriage, drove down to the gar- 
dens of Ghesireh, on the banks of the Nile, 
and after wandering through them took 
him off on board his yacht, which was moored 
in midstream, and where he was a guest 
at. a dinner to which Ismail had invited sev- 
eral distinguished foreign guests: The lat- 
ter were the first to leave along with the 
khedive. But when the mouffetish prepared 
to follow them he was suddenly seized, 
gagged and bound, and a few minutes later 
the yacht had its anchor up and was steam- 

ing up stream. 

On the following day the Moniteur Offi- 
ciel announced that the mouffetish had been 
dismissed from office and banished to Dar- 
fur, in the Soudan, for malfeasance. But 
the unfortunate man never even reached the 
first cataract, for within forty-eight hours 
the yacht returned to its anchorage off Ghe- 
zireh, and it quickly became known that 
if one of the two khedivial chamberlams 
who had gone up the river on the yacht had 
his hand all bandaged up, it was because he 
had had it bitten almost through by the 
dying mouffetish when he was in the act of 
strangling him. 


Terrible Floggings Now No More. 

Those were the days when the miserable 
fellaheen were beaten to death with kour- 
bashes, or whips made of hippopotamus 
hide, for mo other offense than that they 
had been unable to pay the annual land tax 
twice over. Ismail and his minions were 
not content with one payment of the tax. 
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authorities and would send down a fresh 
lot, who would decline to asgume that the / 
tex already had been paid -and would fs- 
sist on exacting it over again. Then, too, 
it was collected, not, as now, after the crops 
have been harvested and sold, but long before 


they were ripe. The only way by means: 


of which the fellaheen could then optain 
the money was by having recourse to the 
usurers, who were always in league with the 
revenue and provincial officials, and who 
lent the money at extortionate rates on, the 
of the land. 

If the fellaheen declined to borrow the 
money on these terms and professed them- 
selves unable to pay, they were flogged until 
they yielded. Although many years have 
elapsed since then I cannot forget the spec- 
tacle presented bya peasant -thus- mal- 
treated; who was carried into my room with 
the soles of his feet all cut to ribbons and 
the kourbash, stiff with his dried blood, for 
the purpose of convincing me that the stories 
of the abominable cruelties practiced on the 
peasantry were not overdrawn. The 
corvee, or forced labor system, was still in 
full swing, and not only the government but 
also every pasha, and even petty bey, could 
compel the fellaheen to leave their own fields 
untilled in order to labor for him without 
pay. In fact, there was no cruelty and no 
abuse to which the peasantry were not sub- 


jected. 
Benefits of English Rule. 

Today, thanks to the English and to Lord 
Cromer, taxation has been reduced by about 
60 per cent, and the dues are only collected 
after the crops have been“harvested. Forced 
labor has been abolished. Life and property 
are secure, and the rich landowner and of- 
ficiale of high and low degree have no longer 
the power of monopolizing the water supply 
for purposes of irrigation at the expense of 
the peasant. Moreover, the only flogging 
that is ever administered is for crimes of 
violence and then only on the back instead 
of on the soles of the feet. Prosperity 
reigne on ali sides. Yet, with all that, the 
people, especially the lower classes, are im- 
bued with sentiments of intense aversion for 
their bemefactors, hate them worse than 
they ever did in 1882, when Arabi Pasha 
raised the entire country to drive the ab- 
horred foreign “‘ dogs’ into the sea; and, in 
one’ word, prefer the barbarous tyranny of 
the rule of their own former sovereigns, un- 
restrained by English control, to all the ad- 
vantages which have been conferred upon 
them under the benefi —— admirable ad- 
ministration of Lord 

It is the same inall eeltosas countries, es- 
pecially in these where the people profess 
the Mohammedan religion, and are. conse- 
quently imbued with more or lese fanaticism. 


There ie no comparison between the India 


of today and the India of 100 and 200 years 
ago. That England has endowed the huge 
empire of Hindustan with a perfectly won- 
derful system of government, even her most 
ungenerous critics are forced toadmit. Yet 
the Indians are not grateful, least of all the 
90,000,000 of Moslems. They have no véstige 
of love for their white masters, while the 
fear which they entertained towards them, 
and which constituted the principal basia of 
Briti#h rule in the Deccan, has considerably 
declined since the overwhelming defeat of 
Russia by Japan; that is tosay, the overthrow 
of one of the greatest military wers of 
Europe by a relatively smal) Asiatic nation. 


English in Danger in India. 

Those who know India best were deepiy 
concerned for the safety of English rule 
there during the dark days of the earlier 
stages of the Boer war in South Africa, and 
there are many who are firmly convinced that 
when next Great Britain becomes inyolved in 
a big war things in Hindustan will “ boll 
over,’’ and that a rising will take place there 
compared to which the great Sepoy mutioy 
of 1857 was mere child's play. People who 
have never lived in India, or who have only 
visited it as tourists, fatter themselves tha: 
the people of India both love and revere the 


' English “sahib,”’ and that they are imbued * 


with sentiments of the deepest reverence and 
loyalty for the Kisr-i-Hind. But men like 
Lord Curzon appreciate the fact that the 
native mind, and, above all, the native heart 
of India, are still to the white man a closed 
book, the depths of which it i8 impossible to 
fathom and which the former viceroy has 
justly compared to the impenetrable riddle 
of the Sphinx. “‘ What is in the heart of ail 
those somber millions?’ asked Lord Curson 
in a memorable speech at the Guildhall ban- 


,quet in London given in hishonor. And there 


are more than three hundred of those mill- 
ions. 


No Gratitude te Hated White. 

In the Philippines America is confronted 
by much the’same situation. No matter w..at 
she may do to endow the natives with al] 
the advantages of a good government. no 
matter how much American life and treasure 
is expended in the effort to accomplisg that 
object, there will never be any sentiment of 
gratitude or of affection on the part of the 
Filipinos for their benefactors. Like other 
Asiatics, they appreciate nothing that is done 
for them by any foreigner. During the Arabi 
insurrection of 1882 in Egypt, the foreigners 
most abominably used by the natives were 
precisely those European physicians who had 
furnished the largest amount of medical 
treatment gratis to the poorer classes of 
Egyptians, and in almost every instance tueir 
assailants and the bands of rebels who looted 
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face 875 accord among Mosiems’ of ail. 
countiins and races, whether under sover-{ © 


eign and rulers of their own faith or subject 
to foreign rule, for mutual protection. 


Danger Discussed in Europe.

SMALL PARKS PREVENT ACCIDENTS. 
Small parks are life savers. This is ad- 
mitted. But the friends of the small parks 
lay emphasis on the fresh air admitted to 
crowded districts and the therapeutic value 
of a chance for the poor and unhappy to 
look on trees and grass. These have their 
value, yet the greatest service the small 
parks render as life savers is in keeping 
the children off the streets and out of the 
way of vehicles. 

In the Ghetto and the densely populated 


Inte lack of fresh air. They spend a large 
part of their waking hours, and in hot 
weather their sleeping hours, too, in the 
streets. They have no other place to play. 
Older people do not guard them, but the 
larger children are supposed to look for the 
smaller ones. Their thoughts intent upon 
their games, theyyrun from one side of ot 
street to the other without looking to 

if the coast is clear. The older boys hitch 
on wagons, flip cars, and even try to steal! 
rides on automobiles. Every day a child 
is killed or injured while at play in the 
streets. Statistic a do not give the age of 
victims, but of the 2,065 persons injured 
by cars, wagons, and automobiles during 
the first six months of 1905 a reading of 
the daily papers leaves the impression that 
more than one a day were children. Chil- 
dren playing in the streets are trespassers. 
It is against the law to play ball or fly 
kites in the street. But what ig a child 
to do if he lives in a part of the eity where 
there are no yards, where every foot of a 
lot is covered with tenements or cottages, 
where the sidewalks are narrow, and 
where children swarm, inviting each other 
to join in play? ~ 

. For just such children the small parks. 
are savers of life and limb. The military 
band which played at a funeral “ Always 
in the Way,” because the only other tune 
it knew was “A Hot Time in the Old 
Town Tonight,” was capable of character- 
lives of too many children in the 


cit In ithe day time always in the way, 


under the feet of horses, in the path of 
the cars, avoiding death only by a constant 
nervous tension which prevents play hav- 
ing the healthful effect it should have. 
At night too nervous to sleep, kept on 
streets or lying awake to the sounds of 
revelry in low resorts. For these children 
the park gives protection, which is more 
needed than air. It affords. invigorating 
games and amusements. The chibi in the 
park can be natural and safe. At night 
he is ready to sleep, and before the early 
rising time which the long working hours 
of his parents make necessary he can draw 


| fom sleep the refreshment for a new day. 


If the life of a citizen is worth anything 
to the state the small parks pay high re- 
turns on. the investment in the form of 
lives saved from accidental destruction 
and in the form of bodies stronger to re- 
sist the craving for narcotics and stimu- 
lants as the children ow to the years of 
temptation. : 


THE DANGERS OF STUDY. | 

It used to be urged that a little study 
was a dangerous thing, and the visitor to 
the fountain of knowledge was advised to 
drink deep or touch not the Pierian spring. 
The thought needs no amplification. 
There are many subjects in which thor- 
oughness is absolutely essential to sanc- 
ness, where a mere smattering makes the 
man a dangerous one who tries to use his 
fragmentary knowledge where only an ex- 
pert should act. 

Some comparatively recent cases which 
have been called to public attention 
through the newspapers have carried with 
them the thought that too much stady of 
a given subject may be even more. danger- 
ous than the “ little learning.”” An exam- 
ple in point is that of a graduate of col- 
lege and medical school, an expert in crim- 
inology, who is reported as an inmate of 
the Denver jail, a physical and mental 
wreck as a result of too deep study into 
the ways and work of the criminal classes. 
Not long ago the ,western world was 
startled by the account of the flight of 
amother brillant college man who had been 
making a careful investigation of insanity 
as it wae described in a certain field of 
literature, his disappearance being con- 
temporaneous with the death of his wife, 
alleged by some to have been the victim 
of this student of insanity, whose own 
mind had become unbalanced by his re- 
searches. Such instances come to public 
notice quite frequently, each with its own 
warning that there are fields of hunian 
knowledge into which only the sanest and 
best regulated minds should venture, if it 
be necessary for the happiness of the race 
that there should be a1y investigation. 

There are special phases of religion 
which are associated with what may easily 
be perverted into evil. The student must 
make unusual effort to keep his mind fresh 
and pure while investigating euch themes. 
There are details of social evils which, 
perhaps, must be fully wnderstood*by one 
who seeks the uplift of his fellows, but 
the road is a rough one unless the mind is 
firm and the ideal steadily high. The evil 
side of life represents the life of the 
weaker part of humanity, where tempta- 
tion has overcome and the higher nature 
has fallen in the presence of sin. It takes 
a strong character to make an exhaustive 
and scientific examination of such subjects 
and yet come out pure and clean. 

The one who studies nature-in its vari- 
ous forms finds fn it a language which 
speaks of the lofty and true. He learns 
to live the simple life which nature eug- 
gests. He finds beauty, grace, purity, re- 
ligion in the mountains, the valleys, the 
forests, the sunsets, and the = running 
streams. His soul is uplifted the more he

WHY NOT EVENING BATHS? 

If a bath is good fer a boy it is good for 
® man. If bathhouses are opened for the 
benefit of the public mem should not be kept 
out. If the hours during which the bath- 
houses are open do not let men go in the 
hours should be changed. There is nothing 
sacred about the established hours ‘for 
bathing. Supposing that day is a better time 


than evening for baths, it does not follow 


that a man who is at work al} day must be 
denied the privilege of bathing in the even- 
ing. The saloon is open in the evening, 
Why not the bath? If it were open the sa- 
loon would have less custom. 

The officials who keep the bathhouses 
closed in the evening say that there is uo 
general demand for baths in the evening, 
and that the idea that they are desired is 
based. upon theory. The people for whoee 
benefit the public baths are established are 
not in a position to make a demand except 
through the prees. Either they have no ex- 
perience in trying to bring their views to the 
attention of officials, and in that case they 
are timid, or they have had experience, and 
in that case they are skeptical. If the belief 
that they wish baths is based upon theory, 
so is the belief that they do not wish baths. 
The difference is that under the system of 
closed bathhouses there is no way of test- 
ing practically the desire of the public, but 
if the houses are opened one season’s expe- 
rience will give data upon which to base next 
season's activity. ° 

If lack of funds compels short hours, the 
hour# can be arranged s0 as to begin and end 
later. Then, if the interest taken warrants 
additional expenditure, there will be little 
trouble in raising the money. In the re 
gions of the city where the bathhouses are 
established bathrooms in houses or flats are 
not so common as they ought tobe. Ineome 
homes it is hard to secure decent privacy for 
a tub or spongé bath. The bathhouse pro- 
vides this and the luxury of a plunge, too. 
In the summer time frequent bathing is ee 
sential to the comfort of a man who per- 
forms manual labor, and has an important 
effect upor his genera! gealth. Some of the 
firms and corporations employing large num- 
bers of men provide baths for them, but 
this practice is not universal, and the city 
must bear.in mind the men as well as the 
boys. There are day schools for boys, and 
evening schools for men, and the older boys 
who have had to leave school and go to work. 
If there are day baths for boys there is no 
reason why evening baths should not be pro- 
vided for the same people for whom the 


evening schools are provided. 
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SUBWAY HEAT AND DUST. 

Ohief Engineer Rice of the New York 
Rapid Transit commission has lately made 
an extemled report on the problem of exces- 
sive heat during summer in the New York 
subway. He finds that the enormous 
amount of power consumed in operating 
trains raises the average temperature in 
the subway 6 degrees in summer and 25 de- 
grees in winter above that of the outside 
air. The rise is welcome in the cool but 
unwelcome in the warn season. He finds 
that the movement of trains and the natural 
movement of air currents in the streets cause 
a great deal of circulation of air through 
the station entrances, and this circulation 
keeps the subway atmosphere reasonably 
good. It is not sufficient, however, to ob- 
viate the excessive heat in summer. 

Mr. Rice accordingly recommends that 
“automatic louvres ”’—which will open of 
themselves to discharge air driven by an ap- 
proaching train, and then close—ghould be 
inetalled at points midway between sta- 
tions, and that exhaust fans should also be 
installed and operated at such points. He 
advises, too, that additional openings for air 
be p@evided at the stations. The supply of 
fresh air would thus be greatly increased 
and would enter through the stations, where 
it is most desired. 

Surprising difficuities and freaks are en- 
countered in dealing with this ventilation 
problem. For ‘example, the temperature 
sometimes varies at the same moment as 
much as 15 degrees at different points of the 
same station. It is discovered, too, that the 
movement of trains does not cause any 
“rapid renewal of air at the innermost 
points of the subway.” The change of air 
is largely confined to the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the stations.» Water evaporation 
and refrigeration are suggested—in addition 
to increased ventilation—for cooling the at- 
mosphere. 

Mr. Rice's report seems to evade the ques- 
tion as to what should be done about “ the 
fine iron dust produced by the wear of the 
rolling stock and rails.”. This dust is pro- 
duced in such quantities by the operation, 
and especially by the breaking of trains, that 
it permeates the subway air and actually 
stains the white clothing of passengers, Its 
effect upon their lungs is therefore a matter 
of grave importance. Mr. Rice merely re- 
fers in a casual manner to this dust. Dr. 
Soper of New York was investigating its 
effect a year ago, but seems to have put 
forth no conclusion about it. 

In view of the proposed extension of 
subways in New York it would seem highly 
désirable that all serious aspects of the sub- 
way question should be faced and under- 
stood. Many people outside of New York 
will watch with interest for authoritative 
conclusions concerning the extent to which 
and the methods by which the high summer 
temperatures and the fine iron dust of the 
present New York subway should be dealt 
with.. * 


AN ORCHESTRAL RARITY. 

The deficit has come to be regarded as 
essential a part of the equipment of a 
first class orchestral organization as ite 
conductor or its library. The New York 
Philharmonic has its deficit, which is met 
by its members, that organization being a 
coUperative one. The Boston orchestra 
has its. deficit, which Mr. Higginson, its 
Meecenas,* looks after. The Philadelphia 
and Pittsburg orchestras have deficits 
which increase annually. The Chicago 
orchestra's deficit has nearly reached the 
vanishing point, much to the delight of its 
guarantors. But there is one orchestra, so 
gays a writer in the July Century, which 
has no guarantors, no permanent fund, no 
deficit. It is the St. Louis orchestra, and 
in this respect it is a veritable phenome- 
non. 

The question at once suggests iteelt— 
how does the St. Lowis orchestra erxigt 
without a deficit? How does it dare to 
announce concerts season after season 
without an imposing array of guarantors, 


tradition — that 
have a deficit, and that it must rely for 
its support upon the reluctant “ make 
goods” of a few wealthy patrons, and 
called upon music lovers, high and low, to 
support it. Now St. Louis is not more 
musical than all other citjes.. It is not 
more musical than Boston or Chicago. It 
is more miusical than New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Pittsburg; But its Ohoral 
Symphony society, now 27, years of age, 
decided it was old enough to go alone and 
depend upon the people who love music. 
Its officials outlined a regular scheme of 
subscription concerts, to which was added 
a sub-scheme of popular Sunday afternoon 
concerts. The programe were made up of 
symphonies, ‘classical music, popular mu, 
sic—something for all clasees of hearers— 
and the best soloists obtainable were se- 
cured. The result has been that the peo- 
ple of St. Louis enthusiastically responded 
to the appeal made to them and the last 
season closed with a profit. 

And this has been accomplished in and 
for and by St. Louis alone. The suburbs 
have their own summer gardens, or do 
not care for orchestral music unassociated 
with beer. Across the bridges, East St. 
Louis and Granite ity can cry for the 
music of packing .houses and factories. 
The St. Louis orchestra has been man- 
aged as a theater or any other business 
is managed. It has appealed to the people 
and presented the people with an equiva- 
lent for their money. St. Louis has set an 
excellent musical example. Why should 
an orchestra have its deficit any more 
than a theater? Perhaps our orchestras 
need a little more popularizing. Why 
should not the Chicago orchestra have its 
Sunday afternoon popular concerts? 


INSURANCE REFORM, 

The New York and Mutual Life Insur- 
ance companies illustrated the ease with 
which a democracy could be transformed 
into an autocracy. In theory the policy 
holders elect from among themselves di- 
rectors who shall be responsible for the 
intelligent and faithful management of af- 
fairs. In practice the Yoting power of the 
policy holders has counted for nothing. 
Nominally they have elected directors, but 
actually directors have been chosen by the 
officers. In the course of time it became 
the custom to secure through agents prox- 
ies made out to the president or some 
other officer of the company, upon the de- 
livery of the policy. The voting power of 
the policy holders passed ‘into the hands 
of a few executive officers, 

An effort is en foot to break up this 
vicious system and put the voting power 
where it belongs. The last New York 
legislature contributed to this by cancel- 
ing all proxies given in ‘advance of Oc- 
tober of this ye@r. There must be organ- 
ization among the policy holders to get 
the better of the small and compact or 
ganizations which have ruled the com- 
panies so long. Associations of policy 
holders, each independent of the others, 
have been formed in ¥Yarious parts of this 
country and in foreign countries. An in: 


.ternational committee has been created to 


secure harmony of action among them in 
the selection of candidates for directors. 

It is only through the adoption of 
measures of this kind that popular sov- 
ereignty can be established in the great 
mutual life insurance companies. It will 
only be through the maintenance of an or- 
ganization the motives of whose members 
are beyond suspicion that effective voting 
power can be preserved to policy holders. 
Without. it, the old conditione will inevi- 
tably be restored. The officers, working 
through the agents, who will be glad to 
oblige them in all @hings, will gather in 
proxies and acquire control. 

The activity of the international com- 
mittee is displeasing to the officers of the 
companies concerned, but the committee 
deserves success. The men whose selec- 
tion as directors it will promote will be 
safer guardians of the interests of the 
policy holders than those who have held 
office in the past. They will keep out of 
syndicates” and underwriting schemes. 
They will not permit the funds, of their 
companies to be handled by Wall street 
operators. 

Such are the men who are libel It 
should not be difficult to put them in of- 
fice now when the memory of the mis- 
management of the comphnies is fresh. 
To keep men of that kind in office will re- 
quire unremitting vigilance on the part of 
the more wide awake and epergetic policy 


holders. 


THE PAY OF TEACHERS. 

Supt. Kendall of the Indiana polis schools, 
in ap address at New Haven before the 
American Institute of Instruction, made an 
earnest plea for better payment of the teach- 
ers in the publie schools. He based his 
arguments upon iHustrations which, on sec- 
ond examination, hardly seem worthy of the 
theme and the speaker. In a plea for the 
women teachers, for instance, these*state- 
ments are found, ‘“ The wages for womenin 
half the cities are less than those of servant 
girls when it is considered that the latter 
pay nothing for board, room, and laundry. 
Moreover, they have no social position to 
maintain and the requirements of dress are 
far less expensive.”. Or, again, in compar- 
ing the.pay. of teachers with that of day 
laborers it is said: “ In many cities the min- 
imum wages of teachers are less than those 
of the laborers on the streets. This labor 
is entirely unskilled, while the teacher bas 
spent years in preparation.” 

Such arguments are specious, but they are 
not convincing. The work done by a teacher 
is entirely different from that done by a 
housemaid: the hours spent in the classroom 
would hardly be exchanged for a turnin the 
street cleaning squad. The probability is 
that, if there was full recognition of the good 
actually done to society by the school teach- 
ers, their pay would be bigher than it is. 
But, taking the situation as it is, a teacher 
has an honorable position in the community, 
much above that of the housemaid as society 
reckons things. The position has about it 
an element of permanency, with regular pay 
guaranteed by a responsible body of repre- 
sentatives of the people, and provided for by 
public taxation. With dignity, faithfulness, 
and study, a teacher is able to feel that her 
position in a community is fairly secure. 
The features of position im a community, 
permanence of work, and reliability of sal- 
ary are really part of the compensation pro- 
vided for one who chooses the teaching pro- 
fession rather than that of the housemaid 
who lacks these things. 

Mr. Kendall believes that the reason men 
have so largely deserted the work of teach- 
ing in the public schools is the smaliness of 
the salaries paid. Granting that, it is evi- 
dent that no fair comparison can be made 
between the man teacher and the street 
sweeper.

gist’s shelves. Recently modern medica! science has realized the ated 
of the so-called physiological agents (drugless) in the treatment of dis- 
ease. Among these need be mentioned only dietetics, ‘water cure, 
exercise, rest, fresh air, heat in the form of superheated air, hot wa- 
ter bathe, and steam baths, light, as in sunrays, Finsen ultra-violet 
rays, Roentgen, or X rays, massage, vibratory massage, electric cur- 
rents, etc. : 

This “ renaissance ’ in modern medicine has not been without 
influence on a large number of affections, tor which the surgeon’s knife 
had been the sole remedy a few years ago. 

Today the recognition of the value to the patient of certain symp- 
toms, which to the layman appeared ag things. obnoxious which need 
combating fever, for instance, has not been without its influence on 
sutgical affections. 

The battle cry of the humane surgeon is: non nocere, or, In plain 
English: do no harm! The surgeon’s knife, which has proved a ‘bless- 


_ Ing to suffering humanity, and which in many instances is the only 


means of saving life, is not without danger and risks. While it must 
be admitted that modern methods of operating enable a well trained 
surgeon to undertake bold operations without having to fear serious 
injury to the patient from the operation itself, the fact remains that 
the knife, irrespective of the outcome, is in itself an undesirable 


eigner after having seized upon the characteristic note of a people 
know how to relate it with everything else. He will then observe 
that all the needs and all the aspirations of man end everywhere by 
being satisfied. Let us take a classic example. Art is by no means 
absent from commercial America, only its manifestations must be 
sought elsewhere than in France. To demand French art in America 
is as ridiculous as if one required a Laplander ‘to dress like an inhab- 
itant of the tropics, or, reciprocally, a denizen of the equator to don 
white furs for the chase.

But let us try for once to elude the prejudices reposing in evident 
misunderstandings, and let ns resolutely ask ourselves, for example, if a 
cultivated and philosophic mind could not perceive art even in the gi-

Taking my friend into » 
dark room, she pronounced there a long incantation, and at its clove 
assured the patient that the warts would disappear forever within 
the specified time—as they did! I remember a boy at school whose 
warts—and he had many—were supposed to have disappeared through 
having the fat of stolen bacon rubbed on them. Disappear they cer- 
tainly did. ‘ : 

In a letter. dated March 1, 1744, Mrs. Delaney gives these two 
“infallible recipes for ague”: “First, pounded ginger made into a 
paste with brandy, spread on sheep’s leather, and a plaster of it 
laid over the stomach. Second, a spider put into a goose quill, well 
sealed and secured, and hung about the child’s neck. Either of these, 
I am assured, will give ease. Probatum est.” Lady Lianover com- 
ments thus upon this latter recipe: “ Although the prescription of the 
epider in. the quill will probably only create amusement from its 
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therapeutic agent. Few patients consent as readily to an operation as 
they do to take a bath, an electric treatment, or a bottle of medicine. 
In the majority of instances the patient submits to the knife either 
because he has failed to obtain relief from less risky methods or be- 
cause there exists an urgent demand to save life. , 

For the last fifty years internal medicine and surgery have tried 
to encroach on each other's territory. Surgery, the younger of the two 
sciences, has become so gigantic in its forward strides that it looked 
for a time as if but little would be left for physicians to do. And even 
today there exists a border land, a sort of neutral zone, where the 
supremacy of either branch of the art of healing is in constant dispute. 

It is, indeed, refreshing to note that neither the classic science 
of medicine nor the younger and bolder science of surgery has lost 
any prestige from this friendly rivalry. 

Supporting each other, the combined science and art of medical 
practice has become a great and noble one, fully abreast of the times, 
enlightened, rational, broad minded, liberal, and free from the mystic 
and the occult. It has rejected all sorts of sham and pretense, all forms 
of quackery and fanaticism. |

What ie business discourtesy in the matter of letter writing? In 
the business relations between two friends in business, each of them 
accepts the concession that the business definition of courtesy may be 
shaded widely from the social relations which exact another degree of 
courtesy in their homes. Two such friends, meeting alone in the home 
of one or the other, instantly have a different manner to that which 
obtains when they meet alone in one or the other of their private of- 
fices. Business letters between them are accepted as shaded of per- 
sonal exactions beyond a mere line. Then what is discourtesy in tie 
business correspondence as between two men who only have casual! 
business relations? 


Courtesy in business naturally requires 
awered, if answer is possible.

Total primary receipts: were large at 956,000 
bu, compared to 637,000 bu the like day last 
year. The week's primary arrivale—4,392,000 
bu—were enormous as compared to those of 
the previous week, and of the similar period 
last year. Local arrivals were 317 cars, of 
which 800 cars graded contract, against 289 
estimated. Receipts at Duluth and Minne- 
apolis were 262 cars, against only 92 cars last 
year. | 

Bears evidently calculated that the ar- 
rivals this week would be enormous. It was 
generally reported that the market was out 
of line for important export business, and Bt. 
Lowis claims of sales to foreigners were de- 
nied before the end of the session. .There 
was a batch of black rust stories from North 
Dakota and Minnesota, but recognized au- 
thorities declared that there was no mate- 
rial evidence of the plant disease’s presence 
anywhere in the spring wheat country.

concerns who operated as though in expecta- 


tion of a more liberal movement to market. 
Nebraska offerings were said to be larger. 
Local arrivals of the cereal were 274 cars, of 
which 188 graded contract, against an esti- 
mate of 277 cars, and primary arrivals totaled 
810,000 bu, compared to 491,000 bu the corre- 
sponding day last year. Liverpeol clcesed 
%@*%ed lower. The week's receipts here were 
about equal to the shipments. Seaboard 
clearances were 19,000 bu. Closing prices 
were 51%c for July, %c lower; 51%c for Sev- 
tember, 4@%c lower; 49%c for December, 
4c off; and 495%@%c for May.

Oats Dull and Weaker. 


The oats market, dull from start to finish, 
was heavy, closing %@%Xc lower for July, 
%@tec weaker for September, %c lower for 
December, and %*sc off for May. Offerings 
from long holders were not large, but the de- 
mand was dormant. Unsatisfactory condi- 
tions prevailed in the cash market, which 
ruled a little lower. There were further re- 
ports of. deterioration in important regions, 
but the general weather conditions were re- 
garded as favorable to the crop. Local re- 
ceipts were 177 cars, of which 54 graded 
contract, against 155 estimated, and total 
primary receipts were 488,000 bu. Clearances 
at the seaboard were 2,000 bu. 


Provision Market Weakens. 


Packers provided some support to the pro- 
vision market early, but as the session wore 
on their helpful influences waned. Generally 
speaking, seniiment was more bearish than 
on the previous day. Local longs sold freely 
in the final hour, the close of which marked 
-declines of 5@12%c for pork and 2%@5c for 
lard and ribs.- The week’s meat and lard 
shipments were under those of a year ago, 
and the receipt of hogs for the period here 
slightly exceeded the arrivals of the corre- 
sponding week last year. 


Rye Market Is Dull. 


Rye was dull and unchanged. No. 2 was 
nominally 61@64c; July was offered at 50c:

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Czarowitz Completely Immersed at Baptism. 

The most solemn of baptisms was the rare ricual 
of the tiny czarowitz. He was carried to the church 
at Peterhof with military pageant and sparkling cav- 
alry, installed in a special carriage, where he reposed 
on a cushion of pale blue, and was held by the princess 
and accompanied by two generals. In order to make 
him feel the grandeur of the event and its price the 
little man completély was immersed, and he manifested 
his due er-otion by three loud cries. 
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The education of princes and princesses is extreme- 
ly severe. The sons of King Edward are called at 
6 and 7 in the morning, according to the seasons, and 
the king of Italy was subjected to the same régime. 
At 10 years of age Prince Charles of Roumania was 
entered at the military school. At the same age the 
little Hohenzollerns were made officers, and their fa- 
ther placed them under arrest. The princesses fare 
more lightly. Severity is the rule for the royal lads 
and indulgence for the lasses.

Paper Stock Made of Manila. 


The paper stock from which the musical 
porous plaster is made is turned out by sev- 
éral mills cateringto thetrade. Manila fiber 
and hemp enter largely intro the pulp from 
which it Is made and the produc: is a hard, 
smooth, tough paper, which in condition 
under sharp punches will allow of as many 
as twenty sheets to be punched at one time 
from the influences of the master roll. There 
is little wear from running this master sheet 
under the steel governors, so that from the 
one hand made master roll the market for 
any- ordinary plece of music easily may be 
supplied and the sheet still be filed away for 
any possible later awakening of interest in 
the composition. 

Long ago the composition of ragtime music 
settled into something approaching an indus- 
try. Ragtime ‘‘ porous plasters’’ for the 
piano player unquestionably are settling 
down to machine shop conditions, where the 
artisan is usurping the place of the artist. 
When the school of technology shall estab- 
lish a department for instruction in the best 
and clearest methods for the transposing of 
staff music to the det and dash of the roll 
music, the plano player and its machine 
music may be counted upon as established 
in spite of the critic’s regrets at the ‘‘absence 
of the human equation ” in melody.

Gay, maybe mere at piece work, while 
foremen and superintendents of such foun- 
@ries command salaries from $1,800 to §2.- 
But a good foreman or superin- 
tendent in a foundry should have been a 
molder through all the graduating processes 
of the art. The American boy, however, is 
in protest against anything but “‘ white shirt 
jobs,” and as a result'in the foundry worlda 
good, thorough master of the molding art at 
the head of a “foundry, speaking his native 
English, educated and awake to business 
methods, is ina position pretty much to name 
what his salary shall Be. 

The position of the American young man 
regarding the dirty work of the foundry 
may be shown in the returns which we get 
for advertisements for help. Upstairs we 
bave our general offices. An.advertisement 
in the daily paper seeking office help will 
pring us a bunch of letters sixteen inches 
high. On the other. hand, an advertisement 
in any evening paper for molders the other 
day brought us just three replies, all from 
foreigners. One of these men we had thrown 
out of the shop half a dozen times.when we 
could stand him no longer.. But we wrote to 
the other inquirers—and we have never fre- 
ceived a line or @ call from them! 


* ° 


Foundrymen Practically All Foreigners 
It hag been said that 75 per cent of the 


population of a western city isin the practical 


classification “foreign born.’’ As to’ the 
foundry business in geheral it may be said 
that practically 100 per cent of the employés 
are. foreigners. When a Polish child is born 
of Polish: parents in the Polish district on the 
northwest side, that. child may be called 
foreign for all practical purposes, and it is 
from such foreign quarters of the city that 
most of our recruits come, 
Once we gat molders who learned the buai- 
ness in England, but they no longer find their 
way here; the contract laborlaw has stopped 
much of the immigration of other molders 
and pattern makers who learned their tradee 
abroad. We have the American born for- 
eigner as the apprentice to the molder’s trade, 
and if we are to get expert molders for fore- 
men and superintendents; the logical choice 
is to take a ‘foreigner who may not know 
the language of his employer and who at the 
best is likely to be a poor handler of men. 
Handling men, however, is one of the most 
important offices of the foreman and the 
superintendent. This foreman and superin- 


> 


tendent to be most available as between his: 


employer and the employés of the éstablish- 
ment should be educated and able to talk 
fully with the head of the institution; He 
should have an accurate knowledge of meth- 
ods in competition and moreover his Ameri- 
canism ought to make him a better handler 
of foreign elements than any foreigner can 


be. 
o * 


Hard to Find Competent Foremen. 

But for the reason that the American young 
man will not get into a jumper and go into 
the foundry, it is a hard task to indthe fully 
competent foreman and superintendent for 
the foundry. 

Naturally in the case of the union foundries 
and machine shops the possibilities of becom- 
ing the union apprentice are limited. ‘But 
there are nonunion places where the young 
man can find work at $8 or $9 a week as a 
starter, with good chances of getting $15 a 
week before his first year is done. In many 
of the institutes of technology the academic 
gide of the work is taught, and just a little 
of the experience side of the work equips the 
capable man for @ salary which he cannot 
hope to reach in & general office, dressed in 
white shirt and collarand tie. The average 


office man gets to $12 & week—perhaps to $15 


—and he stops there. He is an office man 
only as long as he sticks to the office, and 
when he leaves it he has to learn something 
pew. The molder in the foundry who is thor- 


ovghly competent can count upor §25 to $30 . 


a week, and at.any time he may chogse to 
go. into a business \for himself in any line 
of machine manufacture the knowledge of 
his trade as a moider gives him the basic 
knowledge of the machinery business.

~In hie ‘equipment the apprentice 
to the molder’s art must be sturdy. It is not 
a place for the weakling, but the athiete 
is not necedsary. In the foundry itself there 
is nothing of the dangerousness which ac- 
companies the dust of many of the mills. At 
the time of pouring the hot metal in summer 
weather the heat may not be pléasant, bu} 
with the modern fans and blowers and the 
lofty roofs that are found in the modern 
shop, the heat found there will not be so op- 
pressive as the heat of the sunstricken 
streets. The floor of the shop is of clay and 
the necessary wetting down of sand lends 
to coolness, 
. In the makeup of the employés of the 
foundfy there are the-laborers who work 
with shovels atiabarrows, and who have 
little chance to progress further. The ap- 
prentice in the beginning: takes up the labor 
end of the trade, handling the sand molds 
and taking away the castings after they are 
cool. enough to handle. But wherever he 
works ‘he is in observation distance of the 
expert of whom he ig to learn. 

The pattern maker for the foundry has a 


' position rather out of the molder’s-field as 


a general thing, yet for the young man who 
wishes to equip himeelf for a knowledge of 
the business, a knowledge of pattern mak- 
ing almost is a necessity. It is more to the 
pattern man to know the art of molding, 
however, than it is for the molder to know 
pattern making. When a man is making 
a*pattern he can make it allithe more adapt- 
able fot knowing just how the pattern will 
ect in leaving the mold. 
on * 
Pattern Makers Are. Needed. 

But it ie when a bright, capable young 
man has learned the molder’s business and 
the work ofthe pattern maker and possesses 
. working.knowledge. of the furnace work 
of the pidnt that he is fitted for the full 
fruits “of the molder’s possibilities. : 

Today it hardly is possible to get the best 
type of wide awake American who has this 
special. knowledge and who yet is equipped 
fer the positions of foreman and superiy- 
tendent. It is rare that. fully equipped 
American superintendent knows how to 
meke a pattern or a mold in a foundry. It 
is rarer if hé knows ‘just how metals should 


‘be piended and heated in the furhece. For 


the most part he needs te Have an organize- 
tion of men who know their businesses, while 
his efforts are expended in getting satisfac- 
tory, work in satisfactory quantity from 
them. 

Gétting thesé. mem is not.easy under pres- 
ent conditions, Many of them,are of the 
“ fly by night’ variety. They make applica- 
‘tion for ‘work, look over the foundry and its 
equipment, and decide that they want a 


little easier work than 
the foundry affords. 
Perhaps they visit 
half a dozen foundries, tonfident of the de- 
mand for expert workers,*and when they 
have completed a circuit they fail back upon 
the easiest job, to remain there until they 
choose to move on again. 
* * 

Overall and Jumper vs. White Shirt. 

The average applicant for a job of molder 
in a foundry stays a matter of weeks in the 
job, rather thah months, and im the nature 
of his habits is the last possible candidate 
for the place of foreman or superintendent. 

Considering this one situation in the possi- 
DHilities of the foundry, it looksas if the young 
American.might concede something of the 
white shirt spirit to the chances of the over- 
all and jumper. But he Is slow to do it. “He 
is far likelier to try for a salesman's position 
in a.gepartment store or for a,stool at an 
accountant’s desk in a general office. 

There are exceptions.’ In our own plant two 
of the notable instances were those in which 
two students of medicine came in and made 


‘excellent apprentices while they were saving 


money with which to complete the medical 
course, They, had bétter physiques, more 
money, and are better doctors, no doubt, 
than if they had gone into a “clean office 
position’ for a place. 

At one time in the history of the business 
the molder came up through the coremaking 
department of foundry work. This “‘ core”’ 
is the sand’ composition shape which makes 
the hollow casting. When the core has been 
compressed in the mold which shapes it, it is 
baked and is ready for the molder'to take it 
and place inside the mold proper, 

* * 
Girls Are Gopd Coremalkers. 

After the metal has cooled around the core, 
the baked substance: is rattled and shaken 
out of the casting. Boys making cores were 
watched for indications of adeptness and 
taken into the molding room on piece work. 
In many foundries today girls make the best 
coremakers. 

As a general proposition, any one who has 
taste and talent for machinery and who is 
likely some day to consider a manufacturing 
metal plant of his own, scarcely can do. better 
as a young man than to learn the casting of 
metals. The casting itself is the material 
foundation of. the machine... Economy in the 
foundry has tremendous possibilities for a 
guccessfyl plant.. The mixing of pig and 
scrap iron for the best and cheapest results 
demands a chemist’s knowledge of metals. 

The young man in the white shirt can gell 
goods over a department store counter for 
less money and with far less knowledge than 
he can find available in the foundry, But the 
glerk of American parentage still continues 
in the proportion of 1,000 to 1 to the foundry 


apprentice. 


Rich 
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“ High speed” steel was its designation 
in the shops where it was used, and when the 
ereps were sought out it was discovered that 
the steel was produced in a Htt® guarded 
brick building in a far corner of the grounds. 
Piually two men got together on thé proposi- 
tion and discovered that the possibilities of 
the new proceés steel even might be better 
than the possibilities of the machine shop 
itself. In the end it was decided that sell- 
ing the shop rights to the steel might be best 
ard shop rights were sold for as much as 
$2,000. But the final result was that several 
manufacturers of this high speed steel have 
cume Into the fleld, one even of British man- 
ufacture, which pays the tariff schedule on 
steel, to sell at 71 cents a pound on the 
market. 

In tempering the ordinary carbon steel 
the reader may be familiar with the general 
process. Taking a cold chisel as an ex- 
ample of the edged tool, the whole lower end 
of the tool is heated to a dull red, after 
which the edge of the chisel, perhaps three- 
quarters of an inch from the edge, is cooled 
saddenly in water. This cooled surface, com- 
tng from the water, is almost as white as 
si:ver, but as the expert holds the surface to 
the light he sees a straw colored rim of heat 
crawling down toward the edge, followed by 
the darker fleld of deep blue.

Greek Boys Black Shoes; 


Have Monopoly of Business, — 
By John Burbanks. | 


OOTBLACKING ” Is an occupation 
which appeals less to the white 
American than anything else in 
the catalogue of small occupations. 
Once the small boy of poor parents 

would sling his * kit’ over his shoulder and 
with a bunch of newspapers under his arm 
would trudge Into the streets as a small mer- 
chant and artisan. But the boy with the kit 
is gone and whiskered men are running the 
newspaper stands of the cities, while all over 
the country the Greek is taking to the work 
of blacking boots out of proportion to any 
other nationality. 

At the present time the Greek is in charge 
of most of the exclusively bootblacking 
places in the northern states. The negro in 
the north blacks shoes largely as a side line 
to a porter’s place in the barber shop or 
country hotel. Everywhere the Greek is en- 
croaching on the field until it is conceded that 
the Greek bootblack is coming into his own. 

* + 
Cwners Make Good Incomes. 

Some of the bootblacking concerns in Chi- 
cago, managed by Greeks, have branch 
establishments In several cities. Almost in- 
variably the boot blackers are Greek boys 
who have little or no knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language. The conditons under which 
they work are hard to guess with any degree 
of assurance. The workers require little 
whereby to live, however, and as the ma- 
terials used in the shops cost little, the chief 
item to the bootblacking “ parlor” is rent. 
For the operating owners of these places 
there is a good income, and judged by the 
men and their methods of buying the dealer 
in “ findings” has no doubt of the average 
Greek’'s ability to pay. 

Frequently a Greek operator of shoeshining 
stands will come to a manufacturer of * find- 
ings "’ and buy for his places a far bigger bill 
of goods than most jobbers buy at wholesale 
for their retail: customers:' The Greek is 
one of the shrewdest of buyers and hecomes 
always with money enough to buy at closest 
margin for the future. Itis nothing unusual 
for him to buy 120 dozen boxes of blacking at 
a time when one of these boxes May serve to

| polish GO<do 100 pairs of shoes. 


But the dealer in. findings ” Is rather pes- 
simistic regarding the possibilities of the 
American blacking boots for a living. Ag@ 
business it requires a carefully. selected lo- 
cation, where the crowds passing are made 
up of people who will want their shoes shined, 
Locations close to railroad stations where 

re is a busy suburban traffic are best, 
and there the commutation ticket is populag 
with many of the regular patrons. The 
greatest competitor of these places is the 
barber shop stand, where a man may have 
his shoes shined while the barber is shaving 
him or cutting his hair. 

In these shops it is the darky who com- 
petes with the Greek. From the view of the 
“findings ’"’ man he is a poor competitor, 
too, in that he is shiftiess fn all his methods 
of buying, while the Greek is careful to buy 
in- quantities that will give him the greatest 
discount. The darky buys scarcely more 
than a box of bilacking and a dozen shoge 
strings at a time. 

e x 
Findings Are Not Costly. 

The “ findings "’ man in outfitting a stand 
ordinarily sells only the base on which the 
chair rests, with foot rest and the brass 
covering for the base. The bootbiack may 
buy any kind of chair that sults him. For 
the base and the foot rests a good price ig 
$6.50; brushes cost from 25 to 75 cents and 
$1 each; blacking ranges from four ounce 
to pound boxes and a good grade of it may 
be bought for $2 a dozen half pound cartons; 
shoe laces may cost from 25 cents to $15 
a gross. 

There are certain locations itn the cities 
where the chances for a bootblacking estab- 
lishment on broad lines could be considered, 
Every one knows the attractiveness of the 
moderp sanitary plumbing as exhibited 
through plate windows on tiled floors.

Employment Agents Are Lucky. 


Editor of the Worker’s Magazine: Harrison M. 
Parker evidently has been making some investiga- 
tions along the lines of employmbnt agencies and 
I would like to add a few things I have found out 
regarding some of the methods adopted by these 
grafters to get names, applicants, and money. 

While waiting in your office a few days ago for 
your clerk to take my advertisement I became in- 
terested in a conversation between the clerk and a 
man wanting to putinanad. The*clerk read the 
ad. and asked the address. When told to give a 
** Tribune ** number the clerk asked, ‘*‘ Are you not 
an employment agent?’’ The answer was in the 
negative and then the clerk said: ‘‘ Do you mean 
to tell me that one man is advertising for all this 
help—a coachmanh, a foreman, a bookkeeper. etc., 
etc.?’’ The would-be advertiser jerked the ad. out 
of the clerk’s hand and left the office. 

These blind ads. are enticing, well worded, and 
promise good salaries. When you answer them you 
either receive a note written on plain paper to 
call at room so and so, street so and so, or you get 
@ neat letter on the letterhead of some “ surety *’ 
company. They use also the title of ** auditing ” 
company, which Would lead unsuspecting persons 
to think they were going to call on a substantial 
eoncern. ‘ 

One puzzling question is, why they use envelopes 
bearing return cards of substential business con- 
cerns and how they get them. Iam told by parties 
who have used this means of securing work that 
within a week after they have paid the agency 
their salary they lose their jobs because of a more 
efficient person being sent by the agency to the 
employer. In this way the agency gets two fees. 

I will add that in many cases I find that the

It isa 
common comment among drummers, “Why, 
I'm surprised they let Blank go: thought he 
was such a g00d salesman.” Yet they “ go,” 
and keep om “ going.” and often no one, not 
even the affected one himself, is any the 
Wiser as to the reason forthe going.

Quite to my surprise, a few days later I _ 


received a letter*from the man in New York 
with news that he would leave the city 
in a few days, and would be pleased to stop 
over in St. Louls on his way home and see me: 

In preparation for the unexpected in such a 
circumstance as this, one needs to hold him- 
self well in hand. Any shade of emotion is 
business weakness. Any marked personal 
virtue may be a financial vice. The law of 
The Street is to accept everything without 
show of appreciation, if you can; to concede 
everything grudgingly, and to exact recogni- 
tion of the concession without fail. *Make 
your man a business neutral at the least; 
make him a personal ally if you can. 

I knew all the purposes of State Treasurer 
Graham Edwards before he came. He had 
some kind of interest to reconcile or court in 
Wall street, and he had something for me 
if I should do the work.

Siillfal Handling Is Necessary. 

Most of the fertile land in the easily access!- 
ble zones where life is endurable has, how- 
ever, already been absorbed, and owing to 
careless methods of farming much of it has 
already become unproductive unless skill- 
fully handled. Besides, the purchase of it 
is now beyond the means of most of those 
who are desirous of changing a city life for 
a less strenuous One, while the rent now 
exacted for such land is too high for any one 
to pay unless equipped! with a thorough 
knowledge of the industry it is proposed to 
foliow. In addition, would-be tenants must 
have sufficient capital not only to insure 
them a fair start, but to tide them over at 
least one unfavorable season. There is no 
doubt it takes more money now to rent a good 
farm than it did to own one a few decades 
ago. Still, there is no reason why a good 
living, and in favorable seasons a handsome 
surplus, cannot be made on such farms, 
provided the occupier, whether owner or 
tenamt, is sufficiently experienced to make 
the best of his opportunities by so diversify- 
ing his crops, both animal and vegetable, that 
all his eggs will never be in one basket. 


a o 
Colonist Should Be Trained. 

Most country bred youths think they have 
the necessary experience to do this, though 
in many cases they are mistaken, but it is 
certain few city folks have, and the problem 
is to enable these people to essay a country 
life with reasonable prospects of success. 
Any scheme that tends suddenly to take 
people away from employment which at 
least brings them in a living in order to en- 
gage in an industry quite new to them is 
bound to entail more or less suffering. For 
this reason the well meant but ill judged 
efforts of railroads and bona fide land com- 
panies to colonize their lands never can be 
really successful until the would-be colonists 
are given a thorough elementary education 
in agriculture before they are induced to 
abandon their former vocations. It is true 
the railroads stretching away to the west- 
ward have done much in the past to build 
up prosperous communities throughout the 
territory tributary to them, but it must be 
remembered that the districts they are now 
opening up are seldom free from drawbacks, 
while competition in all products of the soil, 
both finished and unfinished, is now so great 
that only the best can be successfully handled 
in central markets.

Railroads’ Efferts Too Desultory. 

It is true that many railroad companies in- 
terested in the further development of the 
lands along their lines are spending liberal 
sums in efforts to make their patrons more 
prosperous. But the question is, are not 
these efforts too desultory? Would it not 
be better for them, figuratively speaking, 
to bunch their hits? The mere distribution 
of seed, no matter how good in quality, can 
be of small avail if the recipients do not 
know how to sow it to the best advantage. 
The useful hints given by their instructors 
and repeated in their literature will doubt- 
less benefit many, but the many will really 
be few compared with those whose lack of 
rudimentary education in the art of ¢on- 
trolling nature must prevent their under- 
standing them. The only people who will 
really benefit by the efforts of the railroad 
companies are those who have already 
passed the Rubicon and are fairly on the 
road to success. To make that road more 
smooth surely is a grateful act, but it really 
does nothing toward successfully retrieving 
the congestion in the cities. If the railroad 
companies interested would only take con- 
eerted action and establish probationary 
colonies, members of which could still work 
at their customary trades while learning a 
new one, they soon could people their vacant 
territories with desirable immigrants, whose 
well assured success would add much to 
the future prosperity of the roads they set- 


tled on.

Experiment Need Not Be Costly. 

The experiment need not be a costly one. 
Chicago, for instance, is within easy access 
of land now producing nothing, and which, 
in the usual course of things, probably would 
lie idle for years to come, and on which thou- 
sands of families could be placed temporarily. 
If properly managed there is really no rea- 
son why such colonies should not be self- 
supporting, while it is éven possible sufficient 
profit might be derived from the undertaking 
to furnish free transportation and other as- 
sistance to those whose success in their new 
vocation warranted their being given a 
chance in a wider field. In any case, it would 
certainly be good policy for those who are 
interested in filling vacant areas to offer 
such priges as free transportation or land 
on easy terms to those who had successfully 
passed through some probationary stage.

All of the young men who secure engage- 
ments to play the piano at the summer gar- 
dens and resorts are not professionals.

Patrons Demand Ragtime. 

Occasionally bushy haired, dreamy gradu- 
ates of foreign music schools, ignorant of 
conditions, apply for positions as plano music 
makers in the resorts. These men have no 
idea of the nature of the music expected from 
theny, and when filppant patrons demand a 
taste of ragtime crudities, instead of the un- 
appreciated classics, their souls rebel and 
the plano stool is soon without an occupant. 

Piano salesmen, afforded leisure by sum- 
mer dullness in piano selling, are numerous 
among the applicants for piano player posi- 
tions. As a rule their execution is brilliant 
enough to pass muster and they generally are 
able to furnish a side line of vocal entertain- 
ment. 

But the most appreciated piano performer 
of the resort or roadhouse is the musical 
genius who can play anything and every- 
thing by earand doso With frills. Unlike the 
professional with plenteous hair the native 
genius completely is devoid of the soulfulness 
associated with art. His execution is the 
dexterity of the circus juggler, and feeling 
he expresses by varied degrees of keyboard 
pounding. 

Professional plano players are in demand 
in the smaller summer resorts, especially if 
they are able to “ double in china ’’—that 
is, to wait on table during meal hours and 
piay the plano for the entertainment of 
the guests or to play dance music. Resorts 
that do not boast an orchestra pay fair 
wages to the man who can play a piano. 

The “rag time artist ’ also has a big field 
of endeavor in the’ small road houses on 
country roads and trolley Mnes around the

‘Tt-could be proved in hundreds of instances 
Andeed, in almost every instance—that the 
extremely wealthy man-—the man - who 
amasses a fortune at the head of some great 
conéern—does not possess a keen insight, 
but is blind to the future. He is too close 
entirely to the vast business to see the fu- 
ture in the proper perspective, and entirely 
too engrossed in today to think of tomorrow. 
It is the man who has nothing—the outsider 
observing such businesses from afar-—-who 
possesses the insight, and there is not yet 
@ case recorded. in which the view of the 
outsider was accepted, even if offered to the 
wealthy man. .

Corporations Not Up to Date. 

Speaking with a friend the other day I was 
surprised to hear him say: “‘ Some one ought 
to offer a reward of $1,000,000 for some cor- 
poration that is up to date. It takes those 
rich people longer to wake up than anything 
in the world. They are so blinded by their 
own money grubbing that they cannot see 
an inch ahead of them." 

The truth is that men become extremely 
rich more through press of circumstances 
than through any foresight. 

Take the city of Chicago, for instance. It 
offers a thousand cases of rich men over- 
looking the plainest and simplest things that 
afterwards cost them millions. Begin with 
the Kinzie and Ogden families and some of 
the first settlers of Chicago, who, in locating 
their lands, ran the east line along the edge 
of the sand along the lake instead of to the 
water. They were sharp. They did not 
want to include an acre or so of sand in their 
quarter sections, and the riparian rights 
worth millions either completely were lost or 
they were forced to fight at great expense 
to regain them. 

Any one will admit that the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway is governed wisely— 
yet look at that road, which ran through to 
the lake, leaving a strip of land, then com- 
paratively valuelegs, between its tracks and 
the river banks and made no effort to get 
that land until its value had grown to such 


Is remarkable foresight in busi- 
“ho ness affairs enabled him to amass 


immense proportions that it was impossible. 
The road paid a fortune for lard between 
its old depot and the river, which it might 
have had almost for the asking when the 
station was first built. 
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Packers Are Poor Guessers. 

Even the present generation of packers 
never has caught up with the business or 
with the times. They are so close to the 
great machine, so whirled in itg stupendous 
grind, that they scarcely know what is going 
on today—let alone guessing beyond the next 
day’s or the next week's market. 

Ae an example of their inability to see into 
the future, their recent exposure is a good 
one. They had every opportunity to agree 
with the government, to invite inspection, to 
say: “‘ We welcome this. It is a surprise to 
us. We did not know it. Send on your in- 
spectors. We want to give the people the 
best meat and the cleanest meat possible and 
welcome your assistance.” 

Instead of this they persisted in denials and 
resistance until the storm broke and then— 
after millions of dollars of damage had been 
inflicted, they came around. 

It is the same with the Chicago traction 
situation. Less than five years ago I sat 
drinking traction wisdom at the feet of one 
of the great traction lawyers. He explained 
in detail how impossible it was for any street 
railway corporation to exist or think of exist- 
ing unless it had a franchise of at least fifty 
years’ life upon which to base its stocks and 
bonds. Today they are willing to accept 
almost anything, a franchise terminable at 
an instant’s notice and are glad of the chance,

The Russian writer sees in New Y ork the City of Mammon; the worship of the dollar, the slavery 
to money, and, in an article filled with bitter rebukes, he has given—as a Russian and a socialisi—his 


views on America as typified in New Y ork. 


Gorky came to the United States in April of this year to raise a socialist fund for use in Russia. 
Then it was discovered that the woman with him was not Mme. Gorky, but Mlle: Andreieva, a 
Russian actress, not legally his wife, bui accepted as such by his fellow socialists.

The virtue of America arose in wrath and Gorky and his companion met with 


but a cold reception, and the fund which he came to raise failed to materialize to any great extent.

GRAY mist hung over land and sea, and a 

fine rain shivered down upon the somber 
buildings of the city and the turbid wa- 
ters of the bay. The emigrants gathered 
to one side of the steamer. They looked 
about silently and seriously, with eager 
eyes in which gleamed hope and fear, 
terror and joy. 

“Who is this?” asked a Polish girl in a tone of 
amazement, pointing to the statue of Liberty. Some one 
from the crowd answered briefly: ‘The American god- 
dess.” 

I looked at this goddess with the feeling of an idola- 
ter. Before my memory flashed the brilliant names of 
Thomas Jefferson and of Grant. 

“The land of liberty!”” I repeated to myself, not 
noticing on that glorious day the green rust on the dark 
bronze. 

I knew éven then that “the war for the abolition of 
slavery” is now called in America “the war for the 
preservation of the union.” But I did not know that in 
this change of words was hidden a deep meaning, that 
the passionate idealism of the young democracy had also 
become covered with rust, like the bronze statue, eating 
away the soul with the corrosive of commercialism. 
The senseless craving for money, and the shameful crav- 
ing for the power that money: gives, is a disease from 
which people suffer everywhere. But I did not realize 
that this dread disease had assumed such proportions 
in: America.

Turmoil of Life Staggers the Mind. 

The tempestuous turmoil of life on the water at the 
foot of the statue of Liberty, and in the city on the 
shore, staggers the mind, and fills one with a sense of 
impotence. Everywhere, like. antediluvian monsters, 
huge, heavy steamers plow the waters of the ocean, lit- 
tie boats and cutters scurry about like hungry birds of 
prey. The iron seems endowed with nerve, life, and 
consciousness. 

And it seems as if all the iron, all the stones, the 
wood and.water, and even the people themselves are full 
of protest against this life in the fog, this life devoid of 
gun, song, and joy, this life in the captivity of hard toil. 
Everywhere is toil, everything is caught up in its whirl- 
wind, everybody obeys the will of some mysterious 
power hostile to man and to nature. A machine, a cold, 
unseen, unreasoning machine, in which man is but an in- 
significant screw! 

I love energy. I adore it. But not when men ex- 
pend this creative force of theirs for their own destruc- 
tion. There is too much labor and effort, and no life 
in all this chaos, in all this bustle for the sake of a 
piece of bread. Everywhere we see around us the work 
of the mind which has made of human life a sort 
of hell, a senseless treadmill of labor, but nowhere do 
we feel the beauty of free creation, the disinterested 
work of the spirit which beautifies life with imperish- 
able flowers of life-giving cheer.

hand of the statue of Bartholdi there blazes not: the 
torch of liberty, but the dollar. 

The large number of monuments in the city. parks 
testifies to the pride which its inhabitants take in their 
great men. These statues covered with a veil of dirt 
involuntarily force one to put a low estimate upon the 
gratitude felt by the Americans toward all those who 
lived and died for the good of their country. The mam- 
moth fortunes of Morgan and Rockefeller wipe off from 
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memory the significance of the creators of liberty—Lin- 
coln and Washington. 

“This is a new library they are building,” said some 
one to me, pointing to an unfinished structure surround- 
ed by a park. And he added, importantly: “It will cost 
$2,000,000! The shelves will measure 150 miles!” 

Another gentleman told me, as he pointed out a 
painting to me: “It is worth $500.” 


* * 
Thirst and Desire for Beauty Is Lacking. 

I meet here few people who have a clear concep- 
tion of the intrinsic worth of art, its religious signifi- 
cance, the power of its influence upon life, and its in- 
dispensableness to mankind. 

It seems to me that what is superlatively lacking to 
America is a desire for beauty, a thinst for those pleas- 
ures which it alone can give to the mind and to the 
heart. QOur earth is the heart of the universe, our art 
the heart of the earth. The stronger it beats. the more 
beautiful is life. In America the heart beats feebly. 

I was both surprised and pained to find that in 
America the theaters were in the hands of a trust, and 
that the men of the trust, being the possessors, had also

become the dictators in matters of the drama. This 
evidently explains the facts that a country which has 
excellent novelists has not produced a single eminent 
dramatist. 

To turn art into a means of profit is, under all cir- 
cumstances, a serious misdemeanor, but in this particu- 
lar case it is positive crime, because it offers violence to 
the author’s person and adulterates art. 

The theater is called the people’s school; 
us to feel and to think. 

But, perhaps, the Americans think that they are 
cultured enough. If so, they a easily in error.

Interested in Stories and Seictpiles of Cruelty. 


The first evidence of the absence of culture in the 
American is the interest he takes in all stories and spec- 
tacles of cruelty. To a cultured man, a humanist, blood 
is loathsome. Murder by execution and other abomina- 
tions of a like character arouse his disgust. In Amer- 
ica such things call forth only curiosity. The news- 
papers are filled with detailed descriptions of murders 
and all kinds of horrors. , The tone of the description 
is cold, the hard tone of an attentive observer. It is 
evident that the aim is to tickle the weary nerves of the

reader with sharp, pungent details of crime, and no at- 
—— is ever made to explain the social basis of the 
acts 

To no one seems to occur the simple thought that a 
nation is a family. And if some of its members are 
criminals, it only signifies that the system of bringing 
up the people in that — is badly managed. 

* 
Liberty of Spirit Utterly Is Wanting. 

I am never in the least dazzled by the amount of 
money & man possesses; but his lack of honor, of love 
for his country, and of concern for its welfare always 
fills me with sadness. A man milking his country lke 
a cow, or battening on it like a parasite, is a sorry sort 
of inspiration. How pitiffil that America, which they 
Say has full political liberty, utterly is wanting in lib- 
erty of spirit! When you see with what profound in- 
terest and idolatry the millionaires are regarded here, 
you involuntarily begin to Suspect the democracy of 
the country. Democracy and so many kings. Democracy 
and a “higher society.” Al this is strange and incom- 
prehensible. 

All the numerous trusts and syndicates, develop- 
ing with @ rapidity ana energy possible only in Amer-

A magnificent Broadway, but a horrible east side! 
What an irreconcilable contradiction, what a tragedy! 
The street of wealth must perforce give rise to harsh — 
and stern laws devised by the financial aristocracy, by © 
the slaves of the Yellow Devil, for a war upon poverty — 
The poverty and 
the vice of the east side must perforce breed anarghy, — 


and the Whitechapel of New York. 


I do not speak of a theory; I speak of the development 
of envy, malice, and vengeance, of that, in a word, 
which degrades man to the level of an anti-social be. 
ing. These two irreconcilable currents, the psychology 
of the rich and the feeling of the poor, threaten ~ 


clash which will lead to a whole series of tragedies ang ; a 


catastrophes. 
America is possessed of a great store of energy, 


and therefore everything in it, the good and the bad, 


develops with greater rapidity than anywhere elgg 

The children in the streets of New York produce a 
profoundly sad impression. Playing ball amidst the 
crash and thunder of iron, amidst the chaos of the tu. 
multuous city, they seem like flowers thrown by some 
rude and cruel hand: into the dust and dirt of the 
pavements. The whole day long they inhale the vapors 
of the monstrous city, the metropolis of the Yellow 
Devil. Pity for their. little lungs, pity for their eyes 
choked up with dust! 

I have seen poverty aplenty, and know well her 
green, bloodless, haggard countenance. But the horror 
of east side poverty is sadder than everything that I 
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ica, will ultimately call forth to life its.enemy. revolu- 
tionary socialism, which, in turn, will develop as rap- 
idly and as energetically. But while the process of 
swallowing up individuals by capital, and of the or- 
ganization of the masses is going on, capitalism will 
spoil many stomachs and heads, many hearts and 
minds. 

Speaking of the national spirit, I must also speak 
of the morality of the mation. That side of life has 
always been a poser to me. I cannot understand it: 
and when people speak seriously about it I cannot help 
but smile. At best, a moralist to me is a man at whom 
I wink from the corner of my eye, and, drawing him 
aside, whisper in his ear: 

“Ah, you rascal! It isn’t that I am a skeptic, but I 
know the world, I know Ms to $a sorrow.” 


Americans Are Best M oralists in World. 


The most desperate moralist I have come across 
was my grandfather. He Knew all the roads to heaven 
and constantly preached about them to every one who 
fell into his hands. He alone knew the truth. He 
knew to a dot everything that God wanted, and he 
used to teach even the dogs and cats how to conduct 
themselves in order to attain eternal happiness. But, 
with all that, he was greedy and malicious—he beat 
his domestics, on every spare and suitable occasion, 
with whatsoever and howsoever he desired. 

Man is by nature curious. I have more than once 
lifted the lid of the moral vessel, and every time there 
issued from it such a rank, stifling smell of lies and 
hypocrisy, cowardice and wickedness, as was quite 
beyond the power of my nostrils to endure. 

I am willing to think that the Americans are the 
best moralists in the world, and that even my sTandpa 
was a child in comparison. I admit that nowhere else 
in the world are there to be found such stern priests of 
ethics and morality, and, therefore, I leave them alone. 
But a word about the practical side: America prides 
itself on its morals, and occasionally constitutes itself 
as judge, evidently presuming that it has worked out in 
its social relations a system of conduct worthy of imi- 
tation. I believe this is a mistake. 

The Americans run the risk of making themselves 
ridiculous if they begin to pride themselves on their 
society. There is nothing whatever original about it;

vour it, together with the mold and the dirt, there in

America, you who astound the world with your 
millionaires—look first to the children on the east side, 
and consider the menace they hold out to you! The 
boast of riches when there is an east side is stupid. 

However, “ there is no evil without a good,” as they 
say in Russia, country of optimists. 

This life of gold accumulation, this idolatry of 
money, this horrible worship of the Golden Devil al- 


ready begins to stir up protest in the country. The © 
odious life, entangled in a network of iron and op- ~ 


pressing the soul with its dismal emptiness, arouses 
the disgust of healthy people, and they are/ beginning 
to seek for a means of rescue from spiritual death. 

And so we see millionaires and clergymen declar- 
ing themselves socialists, and publishing newspapers 
and periodicals for the propaganda of socialism. The 
creation of “settlements” by the rich intellectuals, 
their abandonment of the luxury of their parental 
homes for the wilds of the east side—all this is evi- 
dence of an awakening spirit; it heralds the gradual 
rise in America of the human life. Little by little peo- 
Ple begin to understand that the slavery of gold and 
the slavery of poverty are both equally destructive. 

The important thing is that the people have begun 
to think. 

America has not yet suffered the pangs of the 
dissatisfied spirit, she has not yet felt the aches of 
the mind. Discontent has but just begun here. And 
it seems to me that when America will turn her energy 
to the quest of liberty of the spirit, the world will wit- 
ness the spectacle of a great conflagration, a conflagra- 
tion which will cleanse this country from the dirt of 
gold, and from the dust of prejudice, and it will shine 
like a2 magnificent cut diamond, reflecting in its great 
heart all the thought of the world, all the beauty of 
life.

The slender woman, unless she is an expert, never 
should try to buy a corselet skirt if she is going to do 
her own alteration. The ready made ones come in- 
variably cut for large hips and full figures and have 
to be fitted down. They never can be raised, as the 


’ corselet part has to lie down on the hips, to rest there, 


as it were. Even with the larger woman there gener- 
ally is fullness somewhere to be taken out. The way 
to do this is to begin with the first seam from which 
the ripple is too great. It should be set, as the dress- 
makers say, in front—that is, made fast to the corset 
or underclothing down the exact front line. If it sets 
gmocthly back to the underarm gore, begin there. If 
this still is smooth, begin at the next seam back of 
that, the point being not to change any seam which 
cannot be changed evenly all the way down. Some- 
times all the gores seem to fit and the extra fullness 
all can be taken out at the middle of the back. One 
has to watch here, however, not to get the form too 
extremely narrow, although a good effect is given if 
the two middle back pieces equal one of the other 
“gores in width. When there is danger of getting them 
too narrow the only way to get a well shgped skirt is 


to take every gore off a littie. 
A fitter not long ago achieved a successful skirt out 


_ 0f a nineteen gored corselet by taking out one of the 


narrow side gores entirely. Some of the most clever 
dressmaking artists that it is possible to hire are 
found in dress alteration ana designing departments, 
for the reason that the artiste rarely is the most suc- 
céssful business dressmaker and frequently goes into 
the shops at a good salary rather than to have the 
worry of outstanding accounts and the selling and 
getting the worth out of a big stock. Some of the 
thifigs done to preserve a good line in the shop where 
the best attention is given to fitting hardly would be 
believed by the customer.

The Purchasing— 

Of the supplies of a family, whether it be 
large or small, is no simple matter. It cannot 
be prescribed for’every class and condition 
of housewife. But whether one purchases by 
wholesale or after the French fashion of one 
day’s suppHes at a time, “‘ Serve yourself if 
you would be well served.” Goin person and 
see what you purchase. 

Asarule, when food is most cheap and plen- 
tiful it is at its best; out of season it Is ex- 
pensive and lacking in flavor and quality. 
In the early spring the provident housekeeper 
will make use, to a great extent, of vegetables 
and fruits which are seasonable throughout 
the year, together with such dried and canned 
articles as she has found most wholesome and 
palatable, ever bearing in mind that “all 
things come to those who wait,” and thata 
few weeks will bring a superabundance of 
those green vegetables and frults of which we 
are so fond. 

It is more economical to purchase the so- 
called ‘“‘dry groceries’’ in quantities, and 
there is a satisfaction in the consciousness of 
having one’s larder stocked for an emergency 
that will compensate for the extra outlay, if 
that outlay be commensurate with one’s in- 
come. 

White flour may be bought by the barrel, 
but the barrel should not rest upon the floor, 
but be raised with'strong supports, so that 
a circulation of air may pass below as well 
as upon the top and sides. Entire wheat 
flour does not keep well and should be bought 
in small quantities. Potatoes keep well and 
are lower in price before they have been 
stored. Sugar, tea, and canned goods may 
be purchased In quantities. Coffee should be 
bought fresh and roasted at home if possible, 
but if bought roasted the proper proportion 
for each morning should be fresh ground and 
a coffee mill will pay for itself in a short 
time by the difference in the strength and 
aroma of the morning cup. 

With a refrigerator and ice, butter and 
meats can be taken care of, and besides the 
meat is much improved by keeping. Do not 
roast meat the day it comes from the market 
unless you are sure that {it has been kept long 
enough to be tender. Do not waste needful 
force in trying to digest tough meats. 

Whenever it is possible keep milk and but- 
ter in a separate compartment of the refriger- 
ator and never leave it uncovered. There is 
nothing gained by paying extra for milk of 
assured cleanliness or that has been pasteur- 
ized if it Is left standing uncovered. Nor 
should milk or any food supply. even if cov- 
ered, be left in the hot kitchen for an hour or 
two. There are a number of fruits and veg- 
etables that we have all the year around, 
such as oranges, lemons, apples, and ba- 
nanas, and in vegetables such as potatoes, 
cabbage, carrots, turnips, parsnips, and for 
the others we must depend on the season and 
the amount that 4 on will permit, 


Contradicted— 

By the latest authorities is the theory that 
fish has special value as a brain food, and 
it is claimed that there is no evidence to 
prove that fish is any richer than meat in 
phosphorus. Fish is less nutritious and is 
less stimulating than meat, as it contains 
less solid matter and more water. However, 
on account of the small amount of fat which 
it contains, particularly the white varicties, 
it is easily digested, and is well adapted to 
those who have to put forth considerable 
nervous energy, for it contains a large pro- 
portion of nitrogenous material. 

The most valuable in nutritive qualities is 
salmon. The next in vdlue are fat halibut, 
shad, white fish, mackerel, blue fish, bass, 
flounder, trout, cod, haddock, and cusk. Bome 
of these have the ol] in the liver and are 
more easily digested. The red blooded fish, 
like salmon, mackerel, and blue fish, have 
the oil distributed throughout the body. They 
are nutritious for those who can digest them, 
but are too rich and oily for invalids. 

Fresh water fish often have a muddy smell 
and taste. To take this off soak the fish 
in strong salt and water. After it is nicely 
cleansed then dry and dressit. The fish must 
be put in cold water and set to cook gently, 
or the outside will break before the inner 
part is done. Crimp fish should be put into 
boiling water, and when it boils up put a

and crumbs, make a dish far more elegant 
than if served plain. Great attention should 
be paid to the garnishing of fish. Use plenty 
of horse radish, parsley, and lemon. If fish 
is to be fried or broiled it suould be wrapped 
ina clean cloth after itis wellcleaned. When 
perfectly dry wet with an egg (if for frying), 
and sprinkle the finest bread crumbs over it, 
then with a large quantity of dripping or 
lard, boiling hot, plunge the fish in it and 
fry a light brown; it can then be laid on 
blotting paper to receive any grease. But- 
ter gives a bad color; oil fries the finest color 
for those who will allow for the expense. 
Garnish with raw or fried parsley, which 
must be done thus: Wash and pick the 
parsley and throw into clean water; when 
the lard or dripping boils throw the parsley 
into it immediately ‘from the water and in- 
stantly it will be greén and crisp and must 
be taken up with a slice.

This gives wide latitude in the color scheme 
of a room, and in the dining room furnishes 
an opportunity for a great deal of ingenuity.

Butif they are not managed 
skillfully, and are thrown together hetero- 
gerneously, they will giwe the effect of a 
patchy, inharmonious whole. 

Yellow, green, and brown will work up well 
in a dining room. The wall paper can carry 
the yellow and green in softened shades; the 
rug can well furnish a combination of all 
three colors, and the most appropriate of all 
chairs are those upholstered in brown leather. 
The bric-a-brac, the plates on the plate rack, 
as well as the dishes for use on the table, can 
supplement the color scheme and bring outa 
most pleasing effect. 

Once it was thought that unless one could 
indulge in expensive Sevres there could be 
no effort made in the selection of artistic 
table ware. Cheap dishes were so common- 
place, and the few conventional @esigns found 
in them so easily recognized, that their use 
wae considered bad taste. But we have 
grown past the time when tea could only be 
drank out of a cup ¢o thin that the liquid 
plainly could be seen through it and when 
the china was washed on the teaboard in 
the dinning room and never taken to the 
kitchen. Now most attractive china can be 
found in both foreign and American ware, 
and at a price that is a joy to the slegder 
pocketbook. 

The usual situation Is not that of selecting 
an entire set, but of buying odd pieces to 
supplement those alreadyin use, and replac- 
ing the pieces that have been broken, Fora 
dining room with the color scheme men- 
tioned, dishes can be found printed in orange 
red and green on pure white. Then thereare

Devon art ware furnishes innumerable 
pieces of bric-&-brac as trays, mugs, and 
candlesticks for use on the sideboard and 
rack, that are decorated im browns and 
greens.

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if such things are placed convenient for her. 

A pitcher of joe water ie anothenimportant 
adjunct to her room; there is no greater com- 
fort than to find drinking water always with- 
im easy reach. It ie by Kittle thoughtful acts 
that the tactful hostess is distinguished, and 
it marks the difference between too much 
freedom and too much formality tn entertain- 
ing a house guest. It is poesible to so over- 
load a guest with attention that she will feel 
that she has upset completely the house- 
hoild régime and be uncomfortable in con- 
sequence. Anda hostess may likewise be so 
lacking Im little attentions that the visitor 
will be conscious of the neglect. The nice 
point in entertaining house guests is to leave 
them enough freedom to make them feel that 
they are one of the family circle for the 
time being and still give them all the atten- 
tion that is necessary for their comfoét. 

A proper fitting up of the guest chamber 
will do much toward contributing to the Iittie 
comforts of the guests without them being 
conscious that a special effort is being made 
im their behalf. 


When— 

Cleaning at all clean well. A room witha 
polished floor may be kept perfectly clean 
all the year round with half the trouble that 
one has to expend where ficors are carpeted. 
Everything possible should be taken out of 
a carpeted room, first brushing and dusting 
each plece thoroughly. 

Cover tne heavy pieces of furniture with 
cloths kept for this purpose. Then dust the 
pictures, using a soft feather duster for the 
frames and a coarse brush for the backs. 
Cover all the pictures, mirrors, clocks, etc., 
with pieces of coarse unbleached cotton. It 
will be a great convenience if a number of 
these cloths are kept for covering all the 
furniture and ornaments that cannot easily 
be moved. Close the doors and open the 
windows. 

It sometimes is a good plan to ecatter 
damp paper or damp bran over a carpet that 
has become more than ordinarily dusty; then 
begin to sweep, holding the broom almost 
perpendicular, and taking short strokes, 
Sweep In one general direction, then take 
up the dust. 

Brush the dust from every part of the 
frames and ledges of windows and doors, 
using a medium sized brush such as a paint 
brush for the moldings and corners, and 
finish with a soft cloth. Cheesecloth makes 
a good duster. Cover the broom with a 
clean piece of flannel or cotton flannel and 
brush the ceiling and walls, using a down- 
ward stroke on the walls. Brush the base- 
boards. Next brush the edges and corners 
of the carpet with a short corn broom and 
sweep the carpet a second time. 

While the dust is settling wash the win- 
dows. When the windows are finished take 
the cloths off the furniture and pictures and 
Gust the room. Wipe spots from the paint 
and woodwork. The catpet should then be 
wiped over with a clean cloth wrung out of 
ammonia and water, using two tablespoons 
of ammonia to four quarts of tepid water. 
Rinse the cloth frequently tn this water. 

Put up the hangings and lay the rugs in 
place; bring back the furniture and orna- 
ments. If the woodwork of any of the fur- 
niture needs polishing or olling now is the 
time to attend thereto. 

The draperies which were taken down 
should be well shaken in the open air, and 
if possible hung on lines out of doors. Brush 
heavy material like veivet. 

The rugs should be laid face downwards 
on the grass or on a smooth wooden surface 
and beaten with ea rattan. Then they must 
be turned face upward and brushed. Hang 
them on the line toair. If there is no grass 
or plain surface on which to beat the rugs 
hang them on the line at once, shake out 
the Joose dust, and beat with the rattan, 
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e 
Wash Vegetables Well. 

Fruit and vegetables should be carefully 
washed before being eaten, as they often har-

One of the latest fanc'es is to make these with linings 
of spotted foulard. J‘or instance, a cream rajah is 
lined with a dark blve foulard with white spots as 
large as marbles—the @ig kind, 

There also is a littse collar and cuff finish of blue 
taffeta in the same. shade of blue stitched to the oute 
side. -The red and white spotted silk is used in the 
same way and even is more effective. Another more 
fanciful coat is trimmed in a coarse quality of lece, 
which comes in a shade to exactly match the natural 
silk. Small bits of tapestry or old brocade are added 
in the form of collar or vest, giving the necessary bit 
of color... 

For the small jacket suits this silk is at its best, 
where for the shirtwaist suit or fancy little dress [t 
is unsatisfactory, needing special handling to get any 
dressiness into it. For instance, one described a week 
or two ago was trimmed by Uttle bretelles of coarse 
lace set down around the open neck. These were laid 
flat and bound around with the silk. Another favorite 
way is to use strappings of it at top of skirt, in addi- 
tion to the little jacket. One which had bands over the 
shoulders and connecting horizontal ones, had the harsh 
suspender outline hidden by applied motifs of coarse 
guipure lace set In at the corners and intersections, 
The dress was cinnamon colored and the lace was 
gone over with embroidery stitches, the silk threads 
matching the shade exactly. There are all kinds of 
little girdles made of two or three narrow straps of 
the silk like skirt set up diagonally to form belts that 
teach to about the line of the corselet skirt. They 
take its place and are the prettier for showing the 
waist through a little. They also reachia little higher 
than the corselet without being stiff. This treatment 
with a little coat cape to go over the shoulders has 
been evolved for this material. It is better than fole 
lowing the usual silk lines, and has weight enough te 
make the little capes at their best. ee 

A white embroidered insertion is set around the 
full length of the plaits which form the back and front 
tabliers. The margin of color is stitched beyond it, and 
little strappings of the goods are set horizontally te 
finish the sides from front to back. A natfrow strip of 
the linen cut with pointed ends in front also is carried 
around the neck asa finish Small white buttons are 
set on the points and white cotton frogs are higher up. 
These fastenings are on all the imported coat suits and 
come in elaborate medallions and danglers. 

- Another of the white gowns shows the new hand- 
kerchief bertha. This is a pretty and simple way to 
trim a white gown. Procure an embroidered.“all over” 
with solid work on a white ground. Four fnch strips 
of this are set around the skirt with val. Insertion at 
each edge. The handkerchief part consists of a square 
piece of the allover with center cut out, allowing it te 
droop low over the bust and at the back: It extends 
nearly to the belt and is cut in’a long oval on the inside, 
the full waist under it being gathered around a little 
straight across lace yoke. Half moon lace motifs are 
set around the inside of the opening, and little strips of 
Irish crochet beading are set across the gathered part of 
the waist and around the little square yoke. Narrow 
black velvet ribbon is run through each way and finished 
with loops at each ‘end. A section of this allover is 
set around the middle of the short puffed sleeves. The 
belt, one of the turn down pointed «ind, is covered with 


the shirred white goods and is set on s0 as to push the 


fullness of the waist up to what is just a short waisted 
line without being. an empire waist. The bertha, edged 
with valenciennes, nearly meets this.

For instance, gowns but~ 
toning in the back and attached by means of 
a belt into one piece that sell for $35 are in a 
voile which can be bought for 25 and 80 cents 

the yard. Prospecting !n basements discloses more 
pretty things at lower prices, none of them to be dé 
apised if made up prettily. The néw gingham of sephyr 
thinness, if not of zephyr fineness, is seen in little fine 
checked blue and white patterns with a mercerized epot 
embroidered in. Such goods as these can be had as low 
as 12 cents, and sometimes less by buying in remnants. 
Their coloring is lovely both tn blue and white, blue and 
pink, and blue and lavenders, and they are prettily 
effective when made into a little one plece gown. with 
white mull guimpe and a touch of black velvet ribbon. 
There are two ways of cutting the guimpe gown, 
one being with puffed sleeves and square or round cut- 
out, and the other without sleeves at all and the large 
armhole that shows some of the white guimpe and its 
trimming ‘In half moon shape around the arm, giving 
eomething the effect of a bolero. These are pretty, 
especially where some pains is taken to elaborate the 
guimpe. By the way, all of these dresses this year are 
made with the guimpe sewed in tnetead of being a sep- 
arate waist, and once fitted there is no question but that 


‘they stay placed better. 


An extremely pretty velling dress was cut as de- 
scribed with a wide shallow neck opening. It was an 
extra light gray in the cotton voile with a simple little 
dot. The prettiest part was the contrast with the yoke 
and puffed sleeves, which were in cream mull with 
rather yellowish looking lace. The dress is made one 
piece, the top and skirt being joined together by twe 
bias strips of the material fitted around the waist and 
joined by a little beading of white cotton openwork 
which is used to head the nun’s folds. It also heads the 
inch wide hem of the material which finishes neck and 
sleeve openings. The armhole reaches down within two 
or three inches of the belt line and the guimpe which 
meets it has rows of the lace trimming running around 
the sleeve seam. The puff of the sleeve itself has hori- 
zontal rows of the insertion which is nearly inch wide 
imitation Val. There is an edge to match which is 
sewed in rows edging one another to form the collar 
and the cuffs which come just above the elbow are én- 
tirely of the lace edge Two rows of it are sewed to- 
gether straight and two more are gathered on this, giv- 
ing the cuff flare and fullness. 

A pretty example of these guimpe gowns is shown 
in a gray shadow voile with little gray flower figure. 
Three rows of gray velvet ribbon a couple of inches 
wide are put around the skirt far apart, and each headed 
with a narrow piece to correspond. A white Irish em- 
broidery square yoke with little insets of the same in the 
extremely short voile sleeve are put in, and back and 
forth over them is worked a little lattice of the narrow 
gray velvet ribbon. 

Lavender and white or blue and white striped cham- 
bray of the kind costing from 15 to 26 cents a yard has 
beautiful possibilities. The waists are made up with 
stripe running bias and around a little yoke of all over 
embroidery. The short sleeves are pretty if made mut- 
ton leg, the inner seam being short, and smooth, and 
curved, and set well forward in the armhole so as to 
pitch the fullmess toward the back. The stripe also 
should run up and away from the seam. There is an 
undersleeve of the embroidered mul] fitted tight and 
just covering the elbow It shows to the length of s 
cuff. The same stuff ie used for the yoke and white 
pique is shaped into a sort of little bertha finish which 
turns down around it. It is cut with a strip running 
down the center upon which are large Duttons covered 


‘with white linen in the middle and the rim covered with 


blue or lavender, as the case may be. 

These buttons can be had made now in the two ma- 
terials, as they were once in the one. Another little

in New York Play Houses 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special .Correspondence. }— 
Tainted money is the only theme that has 
held its own in sober drama against summer 
heat in New York.’ The plays that have 
lasted into July are “The Lion and the 
Mouse,” with its showing of Rockefeller 
millions, ané@ “ TheGirl of the Golden West,” 
with a robber of miners for a hero. This 
week's productions by stock companies are 
“Men and Women,” with a sordid wrecking 
of a bank, and “ Jack Sheppard,” with old 
time deeds of highwaymen. At Coney Island 
“The Great Train Robbery " is one of the 
big affairs of ous and populous realism, 
and I counted; In a walk through that sea- 
side city of coim coaxing, seventeen side 
shows in which holdups of Rocky Mountain 
stages and trains are enacted in various 
ways, from moving photographs in beer 
halls to mock adventures of tours on gravity 
railways. And the erude comedians in the 
dczens of open door extravaganzas play ali 
the familiar tricks to get each other’s money 
without earning it. 

Even in “ The Mountain Torrent.”’ a new 
combination of gravity railway and shoot- 
the-chute on a magnitudinous scale, the pop- 
uiar interest in wrong wealth processes isn't 
overlooked. A mountalti/ side so picturesque- 
ly ts built and painted it looks a mile high, 
and so much water is pumped from the sea 
up to the top, there to be tumbled dowh 
in cascades, that the fre eview advertises 
tremendously the 10 cent trips to the apex. 
You are lifted in an elevator to the starting 
point of a gravity railway, on which you 
ride, up, down, and around the crags awhile. 
Then you get into boats and. float with the 
sluggish current of a stream ravines. 
Again you are on a train, and y itis 
held up by bendits. And not without a touch 
of reality is this incident. The point of your 
detention is bard by a mountain inn, where 
refreshments are on sale. You don't have 
to buy? How about it ff a fellow is making 
the journey with hig best beloved girl, and 
she remarks that i is awfully warm up 
there? .

The money that yields dramatic interest 
in “ Three Women’s Gown,” a new play in 
a Yiddish theater of the Bowery section, is 
triple tainted. A Jew keeps one of those 
stores that are stocked with clothes cast 
off by women more fashionable than wealthy. 
He has purchased a fine gown from a re- 
spectably married belle of the smart set, and 
he selis it to a disreputably unwedded belie 
of the smirch set. Again it comes back to 
his store, and again he sells it—this time 
to a pure poor girl to wear at her début as 
an actress. The maiden finds im an obscure 
pocket of the dress five bank notes of a 
thousand dollars each. Whom do they be- 
long to? The wife's mililonairs lover may 
have thrust them there to tempt her when 
she should find them. He was a temporary 
owner of the siren, also, and may have put 
them into the garment when she had it on, 
Anyway, as he was a plundering officer of 
a life insurance company, the money surely 
was tainted by being a part of his swag. At 
the time of the play he is pursuing the Jew- 
ish maiden But she wouldn't take his pol- 
luted ash even under the described circum- 
stances.
